in 1474; and bearing numerous records of Scottish ownership in the 
15th and t6th centuries.

Ptolemaic), of which he gave an account with special reference to 
Scotland. In illustration of his subject he also exhibited several 
other rare old maps and cartographical works.

Mr William Brown showed a copy of Allan Ramsa/s Christ Kirk on the 
Green^ printed by Stewart and Meikle, Glasgow, in which was inserted 
a receipt for the first volume of Ramsay's Collected Poems, signed 
by the author.

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CONSTITUTION AND RULES. 

I. The name shall be The Edinburgh Bibliographical Society. 

II. The objects of the Society shall be — (i) The discussion and elucida- 
tion of questions connected with books, more especially Scottish ; (2) The 
compilation of special lists with a view to the formation of a complete 
Scottish Bibliography; (3) The noting of books printed in or relating to 
Scotland which are not to be found in the Edinburgh Public Libraries ; (4) 
The exhibition of rare or remarkable books, printed or in manuscript ; (5) 
The occasional issue of selected Papers, Reprints, and Facsimiles. 

III. The Society shall be limited to seventy Ordinary Members, with 
Corresponding Members to a number not exceeding twelve. 

IV. Candidates for admission as Ordinary Members shall be proposed 
and seconded in writing by Members of the Society, and shall be balloted 
for in order of nomination as vacancies occur— one black-ball in five to 
exclude. Corresponding Members shall be elected by the Committee, 

V. The affairs of the Society shall be conducted by a Committee, consist- 
ing of a President, Vice-President, Secretary (who shall also be Treasurer), 
and three other Members, elected by the Ordinary Members of the Society 
by ballot from among their own number ; and the President, Vice-President, 
Secretary, and the senior of the other three Members of Committee shall 
go out of office annually, and, with the exception of the Secretary, shall not 
be eligible for election to any office for the ensuing year. 

VI. The Annual Subscription of Ordinary Members to the funds of 
the Society shall be ids. 6d., payable in advance during November. New 
Members shall pay the current year's subscription in full, whatever be the 
date of their admission. Any Member whose subscription shall remain 
unpaid for one year after it has become due shall be held to have resigned, 
and shall cease to be a Member of the Society. Corresponding Members 
shall not pay any subscription. 

VII. Meetings of the Society shall be held on the second Thursday of 
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each month, from November to March inclusive, at 8 p.m. The Committee 
shall meet as often throughout the year as they think fit, and shall have 
power to call special or additional Meetings of the Society at any time. 

VIII. The Annual Business Meeting of the Society shall be held on the 
first Thursday in November. 

IX. The Papers contributed shall become the property of the Society, 
and shall be under the control of the Committee for the time being. The 
Committee shall determine what Prints shall be issued by the Society. The 
number of copies printed shall not, as a rule, exceed the aggregate number 
of Ordinary and Corresponding Members on the roll at the time, with three 
additional copies of each Paper for presentation to the writer. In exceptional 
cases, however, it shall be in the power of the Committee, if in their judgment 
the interests of the Society require it, to print for a writer additional copies of 
his Paper to a number to be determined by them. Every Ordinary Member 
not in arrear of his subscription shall receive a copy of each Print actually 
issued after the date of his admission. Upon the death of an Ordinary 
Member his right shall cease, and shall not be transmitted to his repre- 
sentatives. The Committee shall have a discretionary power of presenting 
Prints to Corresponding Members. 

X. The Committee shall have power to issue any extra series of Prints 
(other than Papers read before the Society), such Prints to be supplied to 
Members and Outside Subscribers on terms to be fixed by the Committee. 

XI. The Constitution and Rules of the Society shall not be subject to 
alteration except at the Annual Business Meeting, and then only upon the 
vote of, at least, three-fourths of the Ordinary Members present at such 
meeting, and after fourteen days' notice of the proposed change, given by the 
Secretary, to each Ordinary Member of the Society.

TWO years ago I found in a volume of broadsides and-'pamfdvfets'an' • 
anonymous publication of two pages folio, without an imprint, which I 
had never seen before, entitled, An Answer to the Objection against Printing 
the Bible in Irish^ as prejudicial to the Design of Extirpating tJie Irish 
Language out of the Highlands of Scotland.^ 

So strange an objection to the circulation of the Scriptures provoked a 
desire to learn something about this Answer and the writer of it. While 
keeping a look-out, I noticed in the catalogue of a sale of books in Dowell's 
Rooms, on 24th May 1898, two lots of manuscripts relating to the subject of 
the Irish Bibles. These, on examination, were found to be of great interest^ 
and to include the original of the Answer, so were at once secured. 

They consist of (i) a thin quarto volume, lettered *MS. Letters anent 
Gaelic Bible,' composed of letters from James Kirkwood, Rector of Astwick, 
in Bedfordshire, Robert Kirk, minister of Aberfoyle, and others, addressed 
to Colin Campbell, Writer to the Signet, Edinburgh, besides other letters, 
documents, and memoranda, all relative to the distribution of Irish Bibles 
in the Highlands, and dated from 1687 to 1699; (2) 18 leaves, stitched in a 
wrapper, comprising * A Memoriall about the Irish Bibles, etc.,' the original 
of the 'Answer,' *Some Hints of particulars proposed to the Assembly 
1699,' and several lists and memoranda, all written by Kirkwood, and dated 
1698-99; and (3) a number of loose papers chiefly concerning Parish 
Libraries and Schools in the Highlands : being correspondence between 
Kirkwood and Sir Francis Grant (Lord CuUen), Bishop Burnet, George 
Meldrum, Robert Baillie, and others, clergymen and laymen ; Statements^ 

' Read January 12th, 1899. " Se^fofsimiU, 
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Memorials, Answers to Objections, and various memoranda, dated between 
1699 and 1709. All centre round Kirkwood, and show how great a bene- 
factor to the Highlands was the writer of the ' Answer.' To him Scotland 
stands indebted, not only for the first Gaelic or Irish Bibles given to the 
Highland parishes and people, and for a scheme of Parish Libraries (or 
Bibliothecks as he called them) which he originated and carried out, but 
virtually for the institution of the Society for Propagating Christian Know- 
ledge, with its attendant blessing of schools, which during a century and a 

••: .'.half did^.much good educational work in the Highlands. 
' *•• •But ?Jo>V- came a Bedfordshire rector of those days to interest him- 

,: i/i 6:1/* 'io: rsufV'/i' degree in the Highlands of Scotland? An answer was 
found in the fact that the English rector proved to have been a Scottish 
parish minister, at one time resident in Strathtay. A good notice of Kirk- 
wood appears in the Dictionary of National Biography^ and a reference given 
there to Birch's Life of Boyle' led to the discovery of quite a mine of 
information about the Highland Bibles. Mainly from these sources, the 
collection of manuscripts described, and another earlier purchase of several 
small volumes of manuscript sermons, etc., which were found to be written 
by Kirkwood and contain some useful dates, the following notice has been 
compiled. 

James Kirkwood was born at Dunbar about 1650, was educated at 
schools there, graduated M.A. at the University of Edinburgh in 1670, passed 
his trials before the Presbytery of Haddington, was recommended for licence 
to preach 13th July 1676, and became chaplain to the Earl of Caithness 
(Sir John Campbell of Glenurchy), afterwards first Earl of Breadalbane.^ 
In 1677-78 he was assistant to James Nairne, minister of Wemyss, in Fife.3 
On 1 2th May 1679 he was inducted to the living of Minto parish, on the 
presentation of the Laird of Minto, but was * outed ' for refusing to take the 
Test in November 1681, and went to England. So it is stated in Scott's 
Fasti (i. 506), but another entry (i. 756), under Colmonell (Stranraer), reads : 
* 1 68-. James Kirkwood, A.M., formerly of Minto : he was outed, it is said 
with his own consent, and went to Ireland.' Whether he went to England or

s Nairne was one of the ' Bishop's Evangelists.' He died i8th July 1678, and bequeathed his 
library of 1743 volumes to the University of Edinburgh. 
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Ireland, or to both in turn, he at any rate obtained, through the friendship 
of Bishop Burnet, the small rectory of Astwick, in Bedfordshire, in March 
1684.' In January 1702 he was "ejected 'for neglect in not abjuring 
according to the Statute 13 and 14 William.' No further mention of him 
has been traced, but he appears to have died in i/oS."^ I cannot ascertain 
when Kirkwood acted as chaplain to Lord Breadalbane. But for the order 
in which Scott mentions the events, making it appear to be after 1676, one 
would suppose it was between 1670 and 1676. If later, it was for a very short 
time, because nearly every month of his life between October 1676 and March 
1679 can be accounted for. On the flyleaf of one of the small manuscript 
volumes referred to, Kirkwood has written : — * The following discourses 
were preached when I was a probationer, especially during the time of my 
being assistant to Mr Nern [Nairne] at the Weems [Wemyss, Fife] ; ' and he 
has marked against each sermon where and when it was preached. Thus we 
learn that, on various dates from October 19, 167$, to March 11, 1677, he 
preached at Humbie, Bolton, and Tynningham, in East Lothian ; that, on 
May 20, 1677, he began at Wemyss a series of discourses, which were 
preached weekly till February 17, 1678. Two other sermons are marked 
Weems, April and August, and one Balluch, September 22, 1678. Then, 
in February 1679, he is at Bowden, Leith, and Bolton, and in March at 
Minto, where he began his pastorate in May of the same year. 

There is nothing in the papers to show where he went after leaving 
Astwick ; but he was certainly part of the time in Scotland, for a minute of 
the S.P.C.K., in London, records that he was appointed a corresponding 
member of the Society for the Kingdom of Scotland in March 4, 170J; and 
the letters prove that he resided, in 1708 and 1709, at Ferrygate and 
Aldinstone (or Addistone),3 apparently not far from Edinburgh. The last 
letter is dated January 27, 1709; and his name appears in the Act of 
Session appointing the first members of the S.P.C.K. in Scotland, which 
is dated 9th July 1709, so it is evident he did not die in 1708. 

It is stated 4 that he bequeathed certain manuscripts and curiosities to 

Dunbar Presbytery; but from the manuscripts themselves it appears that 

they were given in his lifetime ; and these, or part of these, are, I suspect, 

the collections now in my possession. One of them contains a list of the

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* Curiosities of Art and Nature,' most of which would nowadays be considered 
somewhat commonplace. 

Kirkwood is the author of a book of Directions to Parents and Children,^ 
having in the second edition a comically grotesque frontispiece, delineating 
two methods of training a family, and the probable result of each. The first 
edition was printed in 1690, but seemingly it is one of the lost books, for 
no copy can be traced.* He is also the author of two very rare anonymous 
pamphlets: An Overture for founding & maintaining of Bibliothecks^ 1*99; 
and A Copy of a Letter anent a Project for erecting a Library in every 
Presbytery y Src. Edin. 1702. He probably also wrote an undated anonymous 
folio leaflet, entitled : An Account of a Design to erect Libraries in the High- 
lands^ as well as a broadside, entitled : Proposals concerning the Propagating 
Christian Knowledge in the Highlands^ &c. [1706]. 

It was no doubt when living with Lord Breadalbane that he became so 
familiar with the gross ignorance of the Gaelic people and their want of know- 
ledge of the Scriptures, as well as with the spiritual destitution generally 
which prevailed in the Highlands. A perusal of the 'Answer to the 
Objection ' and others of the documents show how deeply he was impressed 
by the state of matters, and so was impelled towards making some effort to 
effect an improvement. When the opportunity came he seized it 

In England he became acquainted with the Hon. Robert Boyle, whose 
attention had been given to a similar state of matters in Ireland. At his own 
expense Boyle had caused a fount of Irish types to be cast in London, with 
which he, in 168 1, reprinted the Irish New Testament of 1602, and in 1685 
printed, from the original manuscript, Bishop Bedel's translation into Irish 
of the Old Testament. Some hundreds of these he sent over to Ireland 

* to be distributed gratis among those to whom they should upon the place 
be judged most likely to do good.'

' See Boyle, pp. cci.-ccii. In a letter to Kirkwood (Oct. 18. 1690) Boyle thus xefois to it : VMy 
sister and I were justly satisfied with the good counsel and reflections contained in your pious and 
sensible book. ' Kirkwood replks on the joih^* I am gkui that the plain little treatise 1 made bdd to 
«end you, has met with yoor approbatini.' 
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' It was soon after our acquaintance was begun ' ' (says Kirkwood) ' that 
I had the opportunity of talking with him of the sad state of religion in the 
Highlands of Scotland, where they had neither Bibles nor catechism in their 
own language. This gave him an occasion to tell me of his having caused 
five hundred Bibles in Irish, in a quarto volume, in the Irish character, to 
be printed for the use of those in Ireland, who understood not the English. 
He then offered a few of those Bibles to be sent into Scotland, to see what 
reception they might meet with there : a dozen of them was first sent, and 
a fterwards two hundred ; which made one for each parish.' These were Old 
Testaments only, for nearly all the New Testaments had been sent to Ireland* 
In the meantime Kif kwood was in correspondence with Robert Kirk ^ about 
a Catechism composed by Pix>fessor Charteris Q that pious & primitive person,' 
as he calls him), translated by Sir Hugh Campbell of Calder (Cawdor), and 
revised and corrected by Kirk. The manuscript of this had to be sent to 
London, where Sir Hugh saw it through the press, 3000 copies being printed 
at the charges of Mr Boyle. He had also informed Kirk of Mr Boyle's gift 
<^ Bibles, and had arranged with Colin Campbell of Carwbin, ' writer to his 
Majestie's signet, over against the Court of Guard on the south side of the 
Street Edinburgh,' to receive and take charge of them. By July 3rd, 1688, 
207 Bibles (the odd 7 being * guilded ' ones for the Bishops) and 3000 
•catechisms were packed in a large box and shipped by Andrew Oswald, 
bookbinder. They were deltvefed the same month, as is shown by this 
curious note of freight and charges made by Carwhin :

The letter to Carwhtn reveals the thoughtful and careful consideration 
which Kirkwood gave to every small detail. 

LoNDON,/«m^ 16, 1688. 

DsAR S"- , — Receive at last the Bibles & Catechisms w^h are designed for the use 
of the parishes of the Highlands. Q< expences you are at for the fraught or bringing 
them to your house the severall Bishops & Clergy of the Highlands will repay you 
when they receive the Books from you, according to the proportions vf^^ they receive. 
The managing y» is left to M'- Kirk, who will take care to have them distributed justly. 
Bailie Charteris will take care that no Customs be paid for them, they not being books 
to be sold, but only a Gift for the use of the Highlands from the excellent M'- Boyl. 
My nephew Alex'- Kirkwood [who was in the Exchequer Office] will assist you in y^ 
If you tell Mr Wilkie of this great present, perhaps he may get as much from some few 
of his Acquaintances at Edr. as may pay the fraught y^ so the parishes in the High- 
lands may receive this Gift without being at any Expence, tho' very inconsiderable. If 
there appear any unwillingness to do y^ small matter pray tell my nephew to pay the 
Expence on my score. I leave to your care this good work, w<^ I pray God to bless 
w^ the desired effect. . . . 

In another letter he says, * Mr Kirk will take care to divide the Bibles 
as far as he can. Where the distance is so great that he cannot distribute 
them conveniently, he knows how to do it either by the Bishops or ministers 
of the dioceses.' Apparently it was also left to Kirk to make known the fact 
of the gift to certain of the parishes. Kirkwood had written to the Bishop 
of Ross about those for Caithness and Ross, and stated that 31 Bibles were 
to be sent to the ministers of his diocese. In his reply, the Bishop says,i 
* I have had caused transcribe your letter, and am to send a double thereof 
to every bishop any ways concerned with people in his diocese that speak 
Irish.' As a matter of fact, however, these copies, with one exception, were 
sent (September 4, 1688) by the Bishop to Carwhin for delivery because of

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it being extremely difficult for me to gett occasions to transmit y"> to y« places of 
y respective residences, & easie to you to finde y"' either at Ed'* or send y^ letters 
by posts to y* places q' they duell, and no doubt these Bps. will pay y^ post that 
brings so acceptable tidings to y^'. My business cheifly at present is to know of q* 
bulk every one of these bibles is» y' y'^y we may conjecture whether to send horses to 
bring y» to Caithness & Ross, or wait y« opportunity of a shyp. 

How the 'acceptable tidings' were received, we learn from different 
letters. In one, of December' 27, 1687, to Boyle,' Kirkwood states that he 
had received a letter from Mr Kirk, 'one of very great worth, a learned, 
pious, and zealous man,' who tells him that 

both ministers and gentlemen rejoice mightily to think, that there are hopes of their 
seeing the Bible with catechisms and prayer-books in their own language ; and that 
the ministers are very willing to read the Scriptures publickly in their churches. He 
says, a great many ministers and gentlemen would buy the bibles, if they were sent 
down, and the price set on them ; and that 200 might quickly be sold but (he adds) 
the Highlands require 2000 ; and if the Bible were reprinted (which he says were fit to 
be done in the Latin character) they could sell them and get the money very soon. He 
says, that generally all people in the Highlands are over-joyed with the thoughts of 
this and are mighty eager to have bibles. He blesses the God of Heaven and Earth 
who put this excellent design into your breast 

•He adds,' continues Kirkwood, very quaintly, 'a great many pious and 
zealous expressions, which I have not at present time to transcribe.' 
An intimation of the willingness of the Bishop and clergy of Ross to pay 
for the Bible had also been made known to Boyle; but this proposal he 
declined to entertain, for ' it never was my purpose that any of those that 
were printed at my charge should be set to sale.' « The Presbyters of the 
Diocese, in a formal letters of thanks, dated October 15, 1688, for the 
^ bountiful ' offer, promise to use their utmost endeavours to prosecute all of 
the excellent Mr Boyle's religious designs, and continue : 

We are also using all diligence to get that noble present of books brought among 
us ; but the distance of the place ; the unusual storminess of the weather, and the 
confusions that we are all put into by the march of our parishioners, who are com- 
manded to repair unto the King's host under the severe penalties of the law, make us 
hopeless to get them brought to this place for some time, till it pleases God to calm 
things, as well as the weather. 

And in an ' Account of the design of printing 3000 Bibles in Irish,' issued 
in 1689, Kirkwood, referring to the quarto Bible, says 4 : 

' Boyle, p. cxcvi ' Boyle, p. cxcyii. 3 Boyle, p. cxcix. ^ Boyle, p. cxc 
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In all tho6e places, where they hanre been sent, the people express a wonderful joj, 
and a great desire to know the word of God; to that they, that can read, are at some 
pains to teach others to read likewise. And snch is their seal, that they send fior the 
bible sometimes to one part of the parish, and sometimes to another, that they may 
read on the week days ; and then they return it to the dmrch on the Lord's day, that 
all may hear it read publickty. And it is very remarkable, that amid all the public 
commotions in that kingdom, scarce any of those Highlanders, who have received 
bibles and catechisms, and have been instructed in the knowledge of the truth, have 
Joined themselves to the adversaries of the present happy settlement. All sort of 
people among them express an earnest desire to have another impression of the Uble 
in Irish for themselves and their children, that by reading and hearing of that sacred 
book, they may be delivered from ignorance and barbarity. 

The high estimate of the value of the gift is also borne out by the 
conditions on which the Bibles were to be given and by the formality of 

the requests and receipts for them. Worthy Robert Kirk supplies Carwhin 
with this draft of an inscription for them, which, with the added note, is in 
his usual neat and legible hand : 

The Donation of the honourable, pious, & learned Ro. Boyl Esquire, son to the 
Earl of Cork &c. in Ireland, a principal member of the Royal Society, Bestowed on 
the Church of to continue there as a Church Bible for the present 

Reverend Minister his use, & for the behoof of all the ministers who shall succeed 
him in that parish. (if you get Mr Boyls titles better set down, insert them) 

This is to be written on the back of the title page, not on a white leaf. Tis fit to 
get a receit from every minister that receivs one (or from the Bishop, who may receive it 
from them) obleiging his heirs to deliver it to his successor in the place, who is to give 
the like receit to them, & so forth successively, y^r fiooks are over easily alienated.^ 

And in one of Kirk's letters preserved here, Mr Alex. Comrie, minister 
at Kenmore (who received nine copies in name of the Brethren of Dunkeld), 
is addressed in this crisp style : 

Reverend Brother. Cause deliver & keep the books carefully & clean, after you 
have received them, and see that they be never alienated to privat use. Get Receipts 

' Attached to it is this note about his Psalm Book (printed at Edinbargh in 16S4) :

1685] and bid him sell off as many as he can, 
at lOB price & give some out to other Stationers, who may get them off by their correspondents, & i 
will allow a penny each book for vending besides the binding, i will take for them partly money, 
partly books in exchange. 
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from the ministers & send them to Carquhin with your own as soon as you can. Let 
them be to this purpose . . . &c. 

It is interesting to notice that there were several breaches of the rule that 
no one but a parish minister should get a copy. But surely the hardest of 
heart would pardon Carwhin for giving (on May i6, 1690) a Bible to John 
McKenzie, Clerk of Session, ' as one verie expert in the Irish tongue and 
deserving,' and the more readily when known to be * for the use of a privat 
Christian who can make the best use of it in the language/ as the said John 
explains in his belated receipt of June 2nd, 1698. He could be excused, too, 
for having 'lent one of the Bibles to the Laird of Calder [Cawdor] to be 
returned one demand,' when it is found to be stated in a letter of Kirkwood 
immediately opposite the record, that 

The Highlands are extraordinarily obliged to Sir Hugh [Campbell of Cawdor], 
who was pleased to undergo a vast deal of trouble both in translating, and correcting 
the erratas of the press. If by good providence we had not met with him it's very 
likely the catechisms could not have been got printed, or if an attempt had been made 
to print them, I am afraid it had been a very sad impression. 

On the application of Gilbert Rule, a copy was given to Mr George 
Fraser, sub-Principal of the King's College at Aberdeen, for the Library. 
Later on (1696) a copy was got by Sir Gilbert Elliot of Minto, and even 
this Clerk to the Privy Council has to frame his receipt thus: 'which I 
obleidge me to make furthcomeing . . . when the same shall be called for by 
any of the ministers speaking in the said [Irish] language.' Another copy 
was given to * Young Duchray ' and a fifth to * E. Bread ' (presumably the 
Earl of Breadalbane). The application, formal receipt and letter of acknow- 
ledgment of James Fraser of Wardlaw are too quaint to pass unnoticed. In 
a very humble letter to Carwhin he says that * the intimacy and kindness that 
hath been ever without alteration betwixt the Campbells and Erasers is an 
encouragement to me to use this freedom with you and I hope by your good- 
ness to prevail in this suit . . . shall be ever Hon^ Sir, your reall friend and 
Servant;' his receipt is for *an Irish Bible in a volumenous 4***-;' and in 
thanking Carwhin for it he concludes, * nor shall I ever be wanting in my deep 
resentments for the same . . . continuing ever unalterably. Much Honoured, 
your obliged friend and servant.' 

The work of distribution, however, went on very slowly. By May 15,. 
1690, on which date 46 were got for the Synod of Argyll and the Isles, only 
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66 Bibles had been disposed of. The Bishops of the Isles and of Dunblane 
had got their 'guilded' copies. So had the Bishop of Ross, but there is 
no record of the 31 Bibles for his diocese having been given out An 
existing note by Carwhin of the number delivered up to 26th March 1698 
shows a total of 77, which includes nine got by the Presbytery of Dunblane 
on December 24, 1691. Subsequent to the date of this note, the Presbytery 
of Dumbarton got 6 on June 16, 1699, and the ministers of Tain and Kilmuire 
Easter got one each in August 1699. Altogether, including the bishops' 
copies, 91 were distributed. In advising Carwhin of the despatch of the 
Bibles from London, Andrew Oswald, bookbinder, mentions that 17 of 
them were to be delivered to John Doull, writer, for the diocese of Caithness. 
If these were delivered, of which there is no record, the total is 108. Both 
Kirk and Kirkwood seem to have been disappointed with the slow progress 
made. Kirk writes to Carwhin on September 28, 1691 : 

The ministers who yet enjoy their charges, want them too long ; especially since 
the worthy donour desired me to hasten the delivery of them safely, to all the churches 
that needed them, and which had a minister that could make use of them. Since you 
and I were intrusted with this affair from the Beginning 'tis fit we linger not to bestow 
them in the way they were intended. 

And Kirkwood, on more than one occasion, writes in this strain : — ' I 
am sorry that they in the Highlands who are concerned in this affair, & 
for whose use these books were given should be so negligent & remiss to 
send for them.' No doubt, the troubles in Church and State, and difficulties 
of transport, were causes of delay ; but, strangely enough, what appears to be 
clerical jealousy, after the change in ecclesiastical government, provided an 
additional one. If the 17 for Caithness be included, 83 Bibles had been 
distributed by, let it be observed. May 1690, and in the ten years following 
only 25. Now, on October 18 of this year 1690, Boyle writes to Kirkwood, 
and, after apologising for delay in replying to his letter of July 1 3, says : — 
' Not long after I received the favour of your letter there came to ray hands, 
out of Scotland, a short one (of a long date) from an unknown writer; 
to whom, because he was so, I did not think fit to return an answer, till 
I had consulted you about the contents.' Then he explains that he had 
mislaid both letters, and goes on, * For which reason, I must beg you to 
assist me to apologise for the delay caused by that unlucky accident. But 
now, having recovered both your's and your countryman's I must desire 
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your thoughts, what will be fit for me to do upon the latter, whereof a copy^ 
is enclosed to you.' < It is as follows : 

Edikx- June 28, 1690. . 

Sir, — I am appointed by the general meeting of the ministers and elders of this 
Church, as to shew the sense they have of your great pains in causing emit the Bible 
in the Irish language, so to desire, that these 200 Irish Bibles [66, or possibly 83, of 
them had by this time been sent out] already at Edinburgh, may be at the disposal of 
the next general assembly of this Church, to be held on the third Thursday of October 
next ; and that they may not be dispersed, until the said general assembly order the 
viewing of the translation, and their being made use of publickly in congregations. 
This is desired of you, in the name, and by the appointment of the said general 
meeting by. Sir, Your honour's very humble servant, and their clerk, 

JO. SPALDING. 
Direct your return, To Thomas Edgar, Chirurgeon, at his 
shop ... for M'- John Spalding, minister at Kirkcudbright.' 

This, which so evidently, and surely naturally, surprised Boyle, was not 
\&cy palateable to Kirkwood ; and, in spite of his never failing courtesy, 
he seasons with a certain, and not unpleasant, acidity his suggestion of the 
reply that Mr Boyle should make « : 

AsTWiCK, October 30, 1690. 

. . . You are pleased to desire my thoughts what to do as to Mr Spaldings letter. 
It is your humility to propose this. Though I am not fit to give advise to a person of 
your wisdom, yet, in obedience to your commands, as a wellwisher to the design, I 
shall give you my thoughts. If you yourself judge it convenient to write, it seems not 
amiss, in my humble opinion, to signify to Mr Spalding your being desirous, that they, 
whom he mentions in his letter, would think of fit ways to distribute, and to render 
useful the bibles and catechisms you have bestowed for the use of the Highlands ; and 
that you and a great many more would be very glad to hear of their zealous endeavours 
to rescue so great a part of the nation from that sad state of ignorance and barbarity, 
in which you hear they are. This, when suggested by you, may prove no small spur 
to them. 

Intentionally or not he ignores the proposed 'viewing of the translation.^ 
He adds that he has instructed Carwhin * not to give any more of them to 
anybody, but to leave it wholly to the ensuing general assembly, to order the 
disposal of them, according to your intention and design, of which I wrote 
fully to M'- Blair.' As has been shown * they, whom he mentions in his letter/ 
were not much affected by the spur, if ever it was applied.

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Turning now to the octavo Bible. Its completion was announced thus 

to Carwhin : 

London, ^/nV i, 169a 
At last the Bibles are printed, Blessed be God. Give M'- Kirk the ten pound 
sterling w*» you have, w^ was given by the Countess of Cas^illis, and GairntuUy. It 
has been advanced here at London. My humble service to your lady, I am S'- your 
most affectionate servant Ja. Kirkwood. 

On the back, dated 19th April, is written Kirk's receipt for the ten pounds 

which was depositate in the s**- Colin Campbel's hands for advancing of the work 
of the Irish Bibles printed at London, in which worke the s'^ M'- James Kirkwood was 
a chief promoter. I say received by me. P.S. Ro : Kirke min'- at Aberfoyl & 
corrector of this impression of the Bible in Irish at London. 

Kirk's suggestive remark that the Highlands required 2000 Bibles has 
borne fruit. Other ministers had expressed a like desire to have a small Bible 
in roman type ; and, says Kirkwood,' 

To answer the pious desires of such persons, endeavours were used in Scotland to 
procure another impression ; but in this attempt we met not with success. The first 
encouragement that was given me to go on with it in this Kingdom, was by the worthy 
M'* Boyle, who told me he would subscribe for printing one hundred bibles. This 
example disposed others, whom I acquainted with the design, to subscribe very freely 
and largely. 

As he did himself. * For my own part,' he tells Boyle, ' I would willingly 
contribute ;^io toward such a work.'^ He soon was able to state in 'An 
Account of the design of printing 3000 Bibles in Irish '3 that £244, 8s. 8d. had 
been collected, whereof Mr Boyle gave ;f 8, 6s. 8d., besides promising another 
3000 Catechisms. He estimates the cost of printing at £2^$ (is. lod. per 
book in quires) and the binding at £100 (8d. per book), in all £37$^ so that 
there was still wanting ;^I30, i is. 4d. Ultimately the amount was made up, 
and 3000 Bibles, 1000 Testaments, and 3000 Catechisms were printed, Kirk 
being employed to see the Bible through the press, for which purpose he went 
to London. ' All this was with a great deal of labour effected, notwithstand- 
ing some opposition made thereto by some persons upon various pretences.' 
One of the pretences was that of the circulation being prejudicial to the 
design of extirpating the Irish language out of the Highlands. This view 
was held by the Bishop of Ross, who admitted to Kirkwood that he could not

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* condemn the designs of some, to have that language quite worn out of this 
<:ountry ; and if with it we could also put away the barbarity of the manners 
of some of our own Highlanders, I should think it a very good work.* ' To 
meet that opposition Kirkwood drew up and printed the 'Answer,' which 
makes short work of the objections. So that it may speak for itself, it has 
been reproduced in facsimile from the only copy known to me, now in the 
possession of Sir John Stirling Maxwell, who kindly lent it for the purpose. 

The Answer is reprinted in Boyle's Life," with a few verbal alterations, 
but without the four lines in italics at the end. The original manuscript 
differs in many minor points, and mainly in having a number of clauses 
which are omitted from the printed copy. These are of no great importance, 
and do not materially affect the general sense. One passage, omitted for 
some reason — ^possibly because the Answer, as printed, was considered too 
long, or for want of space — is, however, more important, and is given here. 
Its place is before the second last paragraph, beginning * As to the Fourth.' 

Fourthly, Let us suppose that Irish Schools for teaching to read Catechisms & 
Bibles in y* language wer settled in each parish of the Lowlands ; is there anybody so 
weake as to imagine that this method wold serve to make the Lowland boyes under- 
stand a sermon in Irish or to speake the Language tolerably even tho' they should 
tarry at School till old age. Now the case is the same as to y* English Schools settled 
in the Highlands, wher Schoolmasters teach children to read English: Every body 
knows that to learn a Language there must be another sorte of Schools To witt, where 
they are taught to decljme and conjugat to get the particles of speech by heart, and to 
compose and joyne together words & sentences ; for which end Books necessary for 
learning must be provided, for example Gramars Vocabularies, Dictiounaries &c: 
Besyds all which, care must be taken that they who learn the language converse only 
with those who speake the same, avoyding all other company for a considerable time. 
Now as nothing of all this is pretended to, in the Highland Schools, so it is nixt to 
Impossible, to procure such helpes as are before hinted at for learning English and for 
extirpating the Irish language out of these parts. If it has been so difficult to get one 
Schoolmaster to teach a duzen or twenty Children in a parish to read English, how 
shall there be got so many Schoolmasters as may be sufficient to teach all the children 
of each parish to read English ; and whence shall these Schoolmasters have sallaries ? 
How shall such books as are necessary for so many children be provyded, and how 
shall all the poor boyes and Girls of each parish be mentained at School untill they 
be enabled to speake English and understand sermons in that Language? These few 
Hints (to add no more) may seem sufficient to convince any persone of Comon Sense^ 
not utterly blinded with unreasonable prejudice, that it is fwt possible that the Irisb

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language should ever be extirpated by such schools as are in part settled in the 
Highlands, and that it is nixt to Impossible to get the other sorte of Schools settled in 
such maner as is necessary for teaching all the children in that Country (to say nothing 
of aged persons) to speake the English language, and thereby to supersede the necessity 
of teaching to read y« Irish Bibles &c. 

The manuscript copy has this note appended : 

The preceeding answer was occasioned by some of my countrymen their objections 
against printing y« Irish Bibles at London y« beginning of K. James reigne. For 
satisfying of y™ I found it necessary to write this answer, & to print severall of them^ 
the success of wc^- was according to my wishes : For upon perusall of this answer they 
seemed wholly satisfyed. 

The arrangements for the distribution of the Bibles were left in the 
hands of the General Assembly, which passed, on November ii, 1690, an 
•Act approving Overtures anent the Irish Bibles, &c.'» But, two years 
after being printed, the books, notwithstanding the aid of this ecclesiastical 
machiner)', had not even left London, as appears by this letter to Carwhin : 

AsTwicK Jume 18. 92 
Dear S^ — Yesterday I rec** yours of May 30. By w<* I understand good m' Kirk 
is gone off this stage of sin & folly. I am sorry for y« great Loss w^ happens to many 
by y<^ death of a good man.' But what is A Loss to others is A gain to Himself. I 
have taken care to acquaint Mr Everingham, by this post, w*^ what you mention about 
m' K's trunk. As to y^ Books, they are All, I hope, in very safe Hands at London, 
ready to be shipt for Scotl** so soon as they who ought to be a little more zealous 
espouse y* good Design. I have recommended y« work to Mr Johnston, Secretary for 
Scotl"*, who will be at £d' eVe long. He hath undertaken to mannage this concern 
very carefully, & to recommend it to y« privy Council by a Letter from y« Queen w<* 
He is to carry down w*> Him. My L<* Tarbot assured me likewise He would prosecute

2. The whole money so charitably contributed being expended, Therefore, and for making up of 
the same, and for defraying of the necessary chafes of transporting the said Bibles, &c. to Scotland, it

5. That the several Synods who have Highland parishes in their bounds appoint one of their 
number to receive their proportion of the said Bibles, New Testaments and Catechisms ; and that, in 
order thereto, the ministers and elders having interest in the Highlands, present in this Assembly, shall 
meet and appoint some to receive these Bibles, &c., and proportion the number that each shall have 
thereof . . . 

" He died on May 14th, 1692. 
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it all He could : He did recommend it to y« Queen. W? Secretary Johnston arrives, 
'thrill be worth y« while for you & some other Highl<* Gentlemen to wait upon Him & 
put Him in mind of & recommend to Him this Design. All is Ready for y« Highlands, 
if our countrymen will be but so zealous & charitable as to entertain & cherish what is 
prepared for y" w** no small pains & charge likewise. We have paid not only y« 
printer but y* Bookbinders, so that there is not very much behind to be done now. 
Only we wait w** gr' Impatience to have y« Books sent for & disposed of, according 
to y« Intention of y« worthy persons who have contributed so freely & largely towards 
y« printing of y" & y* binding most p' of y™. Pray give my Humble service to your 
good Lady. 

I am S' Your affectionate & Humble servant 

Ja: Kirkwood. 
Of the subsequent history of the books, there are no traces in these 
manuscripts till the year 1697, when we find Kirkwood, in nowise daunted 
by repeated disappointments or the indifference of those * who ought to be a 
little more zealous,' making renewed efforts to complete the work of distribution. 
He paid a visit to Tay mouth in July 1697 1 ^^d, ' understanding from some with 
whom he had occasion to converse that many of the Highland ministers were 
unacquainted with the designe and had only heard that there were some 
Irish Bibles to be sold at Edinburgh,' he at once drew up 'A Memoriall about 
the Irish Bibles &c.* In this he gives a brief statement of what had been 
done in the way of providing Bibles, &c. ; states where these were to be got 
in Edinburgh, and how to set about getting them ; and, anticipating objection, 
concludes with the following paragraph : 

There being not a few who oppose this designe under pretense it will hinder the 
extirpation of the Irish language, therfor there is sent along with this memoriall a copy 
of the answer to the said objection, which it will be fitt to communicate to the neigh- 
bouring ministers who are desyred to imparte to some one or other of the persons 
abovenamed any such hints as may serve to corroborate the said Answer, particularly 
to signify what parishes there are in their confines, where they preach only English 
and yet many of the inhabitants goe to hear sermon in Irish, because they understand 
not those who preach in English. 

He appends this note : 

These hints I found necessary to communicate to the ministers all over the High- 
lands . . . The preceeding memoriall was sent into the Highlands as foUowes. 
Mr Comrey minister of Kenmuir sent tuo or three Coppies of it together with the 
Answer to the Objections, into Caithnes, Strathnaver & Sutherland, as also to the 
ministers of Menteith, Stratheme and Dumbartounshyre ; Mr Stewart minister of 
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Killin sent them to the ministers of Argyleshire and the Isles. Mr Robertson minister 
of Farthingall sent them to the ministers of Ross, Murmy, & Brae of Marr and 
Lochaber. Mr Murray minister of Logerat sent them to the ministers of Atholl and 
Stiatharle. 

To the efforts of this small band of co-workers is probably due the result 
recorded in the following statement prefixed to the ' Memoriall/ in which the 
places mentioned correspond pretty nearly to those given above :

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But this did not satisfy him, for he drew up, apparently in 1698, another 
Memorial, which he entitles 'Some hints of particulars proposed to the 
Assembly;' and strong hints some of them are. Indeed, he practically 
censures that body on the neglect of its duty to the Highland people. The 
hints refer to the settling of schools according to the last Act of Parliament ; 
the proper payment of teachers having no salaries, and of others ' who have 
not that proportion mentioned in the late Act;' ordaining the ministers to 
instruct those teachers who cannot read Irish that so they may be able in 
turn to teach the children ; having the children taught Irish and periodically 
examined as to the result ; provision for more frequent preaching in outlying 
districts and islands * where there is none unless it be one or two sermons in 
the year,' and in other isles where they have no sermon for several years 
together ; the proper and more frequent administration of the Lord's Supper ; 
the repair of a great many churches which have no roofs whereby the poor 
people may be sheltered ; regarding all of which he makes some practical and 
sensible suggestions. Then * that some course be taken about the 200 [4to} 
Old Testaments, wherof very few are distributed,' he urges with the applica- 
tion of this spur, ' The regaird that is due to the memory of that excellent

person (Mr Boyl) seems to require that somewhat be done to testify that his 
generous charity is not altogether slighted by this Church and Kingdom.' 
He speaks of Bibles having been given to rich and wealthy persons without 
receiving anything for them (alas ! for Kirk's dream of the many that would 
be sold I) and protests against this and the action of some gentlemen who 
received books and either neglected to distribute them or did so ' with too 
manifest partiality, to the great hurte of the poor.' He advocates the revision 
and correction of the existing edition ; presses the necessity of successive 
nnpressions 'that so there may be always a store in readiness to supply fresh 
demands/ and suggests ways and means of accomplishing this, referring in 
this connection to ' what remains of the thousand pounds in John Blair's 
custody.' I He concludes : * If there be not a supply of more books to serve 
future occasions all the labour which has been bestowed on Bybles and schools 
will be in great part lost.' 

It must have been with a pleasurable feeling of satisfaction that he 
penned this note underneath the last line : 

The Success of this Memorial. 

On January 20. 1699. Mr Meldrum preached before the Assembly, & reasonably 
recommended the affair, and particularly, that there might be a Committee appointed 
for that purpose, which was don accordingly. The Memorial was read in the Com- 
mittee, & afterwards the substance thereof read in the assembly and was approved as 
to the chief heads thereof; as appears by Act 16,' which mentions 15 Overtures for 
promoting the knowledg of God in the Highlands &c. Several Committees were 
appointed to visit the Hielands this year in order to the reforming some things which 
greatly need to be lookt after in these parts. A particular Committee was appobted 
to distribute the rest of the Bibles &c. 

Also this one, eight or nine years later, under the Account of Books 1698, 
' Since y^ former date y« rest of the Bibles & Catechisms have been sent The 
last parcell of them was sent along with the Librarys in 1705 & 1706/ 
And so ends the story, as is befitting, in Kirkwood's own words. 

The octavo Bible has become a very rare book, especially in a perfect state, 
but copies are in the British Museum, and the Advocates and Signet Libraries, 
Edinbui^h. The quarto is not so rare, and at least twenty copies are known. 
Five have survived the ordeal of * being over easily alienated,' and are to be

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found in their own parishes of Killin, Kenmore, Weem, Moulin, and Rothesay. 
Four others still bear their presentation inscriptions, but are now in private 
hands. Two copies are in the University Library of Aberdeen, and it is 
doubtful if either is the one got by sub-Principal Fraser in 1693. One of 
them may be, having on the leaf before the title ' The Donation -of Sir Robert 
Baylel but if so, it must have been ' alienated ' and restored, as it has on the 
title-page ^ Liber Coll. Reg. Aberdonen. ex dono. Mri. Geo. Gordon^ Ling. 
Orient. Profess. 1724J On the blank leaf at end is ' Thomas Fraser 171 5.' 
The other copy has no inscriptions. Copies are also in the Advocates and 
Signet Libraries, Edinbui^h, the British Museum, and several of the other 
great libraries. 

The other Letters and Papers in the Manuscript Collection afford interest- 
ing particulars of the establishment of Libraries and Schools for the Highlands 
— ^schemes growing out of and following up the earlier one — but they do not 
call for notice here. Later on an opportunity may be taken to give some 
account of the ' Bibliothecks ' and Kirkwood's connection with them. 
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BIBLIOGRAPHY OF PRINTED DOCUMENTS AND 
BOOKS REIlATING TO THE SCOTTISH COMPANY, 
COMMONLY CALLED THE DARIEN COMPANY.^ 

By JOHN SCOTT, C.B. 



BY the death of Mr Scott, which occurred on May 19th, 1903, the Society 
has lost one of its most active, enthusiastic, and loyal members. He was 
one of the original members of the Society, and from the very beginning showed 
that great interest in its progress and welfare which he maintained to the last 
When, in 1896, he was elected President, he not only highly appreciated the 
compliment, but felt that the position entailed on him the duty of further 
effort. Evidence of this interest is shown in the many contributions, besides 
the present one, which he made to the Proceedings. His paper on Jordanus 
Nemorarius was among the first printed ; his Queen Mary Bibliography forms 
the second volume of the Publications ; and at the last meeting which he 
attended he gave an account of the earliest known map of Scotland, and a 
reproduction of this and of several other early maps, for presentation to the 
members, was one of his unfulfilled purposes. He was deeply concerned in 
the progress of Mr Aldis's List of Books Printed in Scotland before ijoOy and 
to his encouragement is largely due the fact that it is now being printed. 
He eagerly looked for its appearance, and, indeed, his last request to the 
Secretary was for an early proof of the first pages. His kindness in affording 
help from the resources of his splendid library to workers on special lines is 
well known, and he highly appreciated the slightest help given to himself. 
To only a few — to none in such degree as to the writer of this notice — is 
known the extent of his devotion to the interests of the Society, and of his 
sympathy with the work it has set itself to do. 

Of his work in connection with other societies this is not the place to 
speak, but a reference may be made to Father Pollen's graceful tribute to 
Mr Scott in the preface to Vol. XLIII. of the Publications of the Scottish 
History Society. 

Mr Scott's character was many-sided and his interests many and varied,

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but to those who knew him best on the studious or literary side, it is difficult 
to dissociate the thought of him from his library. There he seemed to be 
most at home. Those who have been privileged to spend an evening hour 
or two with him among his books have experienced a pleasure they would 
not willingly forget Books were not a hobby with him, they were a passion : 
a passion well regulated, for hardly a book on the shelves but had a reason 
for its place there. He had collected books from his boyhood, but he was 
not the mere ''collector" or bibliomaniac He read and studied his books, 
and knew them every one. They were means to an end ; but he loved the 
means. His thoroughness was shown in this as in other matters. Once he 
took up a subject he aimed at making the collection of works relating to it 
complete. And the composition of the library reflected the man in a remark- 
able degree. The bent of his mind was historical, and to describe his library 
in one word would be to call it historical. He was an ardent student of 
Scottish history, and, therefore, by far the larger part of the library is devoted 
to Scotland ; but there are other sections, and in all of them the historical 
aspect predominates : that is, the history of each subject is illustrated by the 
collection of books bearing upon it. 

Mr Scott was a shipbuilder, and therefore made a collection of every 
book on marine architecture and engineering and cognate subjects it was 
possible to get. He was a yachtsman, and a collection of works on navi- 
gation and seamanship was made. These form a naval section which contains 
many books of extreme rarity,' and is said to be the finest collection of its 
kind known. He was a man of science, and works on early science, parti- 
cularly books of inventions and books of numbers,^ greatly attracted him. 
The collection of these is very full, and contains many rare and fine works, 
notably a series of first editions in various languages of Bartholomaeus 
De proprUtatibus rerum^ and two beautiful early manuscript copies of it 
He was a colonel of artillery in the Volunteer force, and a case is found 
devoted to rare military books, and in particular to treatises on gunnery, 
artillery, and fencing. He was a native of Greenock, and another case is 
filled with books and tracts relating to that town. His home was in 
Ayrshire, so all the books concerning the county were collected. As a

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bibliographer and book lover the history of books appealed to him, shown 
in one direction by the Incunabula and early English books, comprising 
about three hundred examples illustrative of the genesis of the printed book, 
and in another by the splendid collection in Bibliography recording its pro- 
gress and general history. Apart from well defined sections there may be 
noted in brief some fine manuscripts, the early chronicles, Hakluyt, Purchas, 
and many a book, blackletter or other, which every bibliophile would have if 
be could. There is also a copy of the first folio Shakespeare not recorded in 
Mr Sidney Lee's Census of Extant Copies. 

But the outstanding importance of the library consists in the collection 
of Scottish Books and Manuscripts, and within its limits there are probably 
few to compare with it as a whole, while certain sections are unique in their 
completeness. The famous Queen Mary collection is by far the finest in any 
library, and almost the same may be said of books of the Reformation period. 
Of the works of John Knox and his antagonists, Tyrie and others ; and of 
Alesius, and other contemporary writers, there is probably nearly every book 
known, rare as they are. The whole course of Scottish history down to 1745 
is very fully represented, particular episodes being marked by special col- 
lections, such as those relating to the Darien Scheme, the Union, and the 
Jacobite Risings of 1715 and 1745. Other features of note are, a perfect 
copy of Bellenden's translation of Boece, printed on paper; the Fletcher 
of Saltoun collection formed by Mr Scott Macfie' ; a fine series of Family 
Histories, including the only known copy of the earliest edition of Hume 
of Godscroft's History^; and sets of the publications of all the Printing 
Clubs and Societies, many with extra volumes. 

The Manuscripts number over two hundred and are chiefly historical. 
Many are of very great interest and importance, and several have been made 
use of in the publications of the Scottish History and Scottish Text Societies, 
the last being the recently issued facsimile of a letter of Mary Queen of Scots, 
^ited by Father Pollen. 

The library is peculiar in two respects. It may be said to have no 
modern side. Recent books there are in plenty, but nearly all relate to the past. 
Also the literature generally included under the heading of belles lettres is 
scarcely represented. One weakness Mr Scott owned to, namely, a penchant 
for books printed on vellum, of which there are a good many volumes, but he

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was not carried away by it. And the presence of a considerable number of 
duplicates does not indicate a craze in that direction, but the desire for 
completeness. Thus, though there may be several copies of the same book, 
they are, generally speaking, found in different sections. 

That the collection formed by Mr Scott with such knowledge and 
enthusiasm should be dispersed and thus, as a whole, lost to Scotland, is a 
matter of deep regret to all who are interested in historical research, and 
the loss will, in a special manner, be felt by this Society, which has had 
such practical experience of the value of the library in providing material 
for the special work to which it is devoted. 

The following bibliography was intended to have been printed with 
an introduction in the Session of 1899- 1900. The historical sketch and 
notes which Mr Scott read to the meeting when he exhibited his collection 
of Darien literature in 1899, he purposed extending and completing in 
a form for printing. These were, unfortunately, mislaid, and a delay was 
occasioned while search was being made for them. When hope of recovering 
them was given up, he resolved upon making fresh notes and rewriting the 
introduction, but his many engagements and other causes interfered with 
the carrying out of this intention, and his illness and lamented death pre- 
vented its accomplishment. The bibliography is therefore printed without 
the introduction, which, from Mr Scott's grasp of the subject and intimate 
knowledge of the details of this episode in Scottish history, would have 
proved an interesting and illuminating guide to its literature. 

It was understood to have been in other respects left in a practically 
complete state, and on application to Mr Scott's family it was handed to the 
Secretary for publication. It then consisted of 1 1 1 titles, and was typewritten ; 
but owing to the copyist's want of familiarity with the nature of the work, and 
in the absence of Mr Scott's revision, many serious errors had crept in, and it 
was found necessary to revise the whole and to compare the titles with the 
originals at Halkshill. In the course of doing so, several other items were 
discovered and added. Additions have also been made from other sources, 
particularly the collection of the Earl of Rosebery and a volume of seventeen 
Darien tracts and broadsides belonging to J. J. Spencer, Esq., Glasgow ; and 
I have to express my indebtedness to Lord Rosebery and Mr Spencer for 
their kindness in allowing me the use of these. It has been judged advisable

to include also the titles of printed documents given in the Full and Exact 
Collection (see no. 122), since many of these are not known as separate 
publications. A number of the tracts were not found, being probably 
bound in volumes with others. The descriptions of most of these have 
been compared with copies in other libraries, but numbers 37, 48, 50, and 
173 have not been revised. 

The titles were originally arranged chronolc^ically in four classes, 
namely : — 

I. Books, Acts of Parliament, Proclamations, etc., relating to the Com- 
pany and Darien. 
11. Minutes of the Court of Directors and other printed documents 
issued by the Company. 

III. Poems and metrical broadsides, etc. 

IV. Books, etc., relating to the episode of the ship Worcester and the 

case of Captain Green. 
This arrangement has been altered, but each entry is marked with the 
number of the class to which Mr Scott assigned it. The additions have 
also been marked as nearly as possible in conformity with the classification. 
Copies in Mr Scott's collection are indicated by an 5. 

Any lists of Darien literature which exist are very incomplete. The 
Collection (no. 122) reprints official documents and gives titles of 14 tracts. 
A list of 29 titles is given in Dr Hill Burton's History of Scotland ; and the 
others have to be sought for in the catalogues of public libraries, chiefly the 
British Museum and the Advocates. The Darien Papers^ edited by Dr Hill 
Burton for the Bannatyne Club, is a collection of manuscripts of which, of 
course, no account is taken here. ^^^ p JOHNSTON.

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NOTICE OF A VOLUME OF SCOTS ACTS FROM THE 
LIBRARY OF JAMES VI. OF SCOTLAND.^ 

By GEORGE P. JOHNSTON. 



THIS curious and in some respects unique volume belongs to Viscount 
Melville, who has kindly sent it for exhibition to the members. Besides 
being at one time in the Library of James VI. of Scotland, whose arms are 
stamped in gold on the brown calf binding, it possesses many points of 
interest. The book is composed of the following collections of Scots Acts, 
in folio, and contains a number of portraits, a manuscript of the reign of 
James VI., and several inscriptions, signatures, and marks of ownership.

The most noticeable feature of the volume is the series of portraits of the 
Stuart Sovereigns in whose reigns these laws were enacted. They have beei> 
taken out of other books for the purpose of embellishing this one, which has 
thus the questionable interest of being an early — and flagrant— example of 
the art of ' grangerising.' Not only have several copies of different books so 
despoiled been rendered imperfect, but the portraits themselves have been

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treated in a manner more peculiar than pleasing. At first glance they might 
be mistaken for coloured prints, but this appearance is produced by an in- 
genious and ' realistic ' process of patching. The backgrounds and parts of 
the costumes having been cut away, bits of coloured silk and brocade have 
been substituted for them, the result being a sort of mosaic work of engraving 
and silk fabric. In appearance the prints somewhat resemble the 'tinsel 
pictures ' of the first half of the nineteenth century. But inartistic as they 
are, they have a certain quaint charm of their own, and one can imagine 
some lady of the court employing herself in this fanciful device of dressing-up 
the effigies of her sovereign and his ancestors. There are eight portraits, 
but of six of them there are several copies, a different effect being produced 
in each by the use of different coloured patches. The following is a list of

The manuscript referred to is on 24 leaves of paper, written on one side, 
which have been used for mounting these composite pictures upon, and is 
part of a book probably broken up for this purpose. It is a Chronology of 
events from 1566 to 1619, written in the early years of the 17th century. The

Those containing records of the years 1567 to 1574 and 1602 are missings 
and plate 15 is on plain paper. 

The entries refer to admissions of Lords of Session and Lords Advocates, 
official appointments, births, baptisms, and deaths of Royal and exalted per- 
sonages, * remarkable occurrents ' and noteworthy events. For example : the 
first entry records the murder of Darnley at Kirk of Field, the next the 
baptism of James VL, others the departure of Prince Henry for London,, 
the death of Queen Elizabeth, and so on. On a more careful examination 
the manuscript may prove to be of sufficient interest to warrant its being 
transcribed. 

Besides this manuscript there are several inscriptions and signatures in the 
volume. A note on a leaf at the beginning records when Edinburgh, Perth, 
and Dundee, ' first callit alectum,' were ' first buldit' On the recto of leaf 
preceding the MS. title is written 'The Oath of alledgance of the Kingdome 
of Scotland, 1607,' and underneath are seven signatures, now erased. At the 
foot of the leaf containing plate 13 is the scribbled erasure of what appears 
to be a name, followed by • Uponn the i day of September 1624.' On the 
title of TAe Acts of the XXIL Parliament (see facsimile) is the name ' M. 
W~ Stewarte Masser' [f>., macer], and on folio 12 (misnumbered 11) of 
these Acts is the signature 'Wm. Douglas,' which is repeated on folio 15 
(misnumbered 10) thus : —

The signature is that of James, Lord Drummond, the son of the fourth 
Earl of Perth (created Duke of Perth by James II.) He was attainted in 1715, 
and died at Paris in 1730. Mr English was probably Josias English, an 
amateur etcher, who resided at Mortlake, where he died in 17 18. He was an 
intimate friend and pupil of Francis Clein (or Cleyne), the manager of the 
Mortlake Tapestry Works ; and among his etchings is a spirited one of a 
* Man regaling ' after F. Clein.* 

Two press-marks — CJ and B'fg — on the manuscript title show that the 
volume was at one time in the Library at Drummond Castle. The first mark 
corresponds with an entry in the MS. Catalogue of Books, dated 17 12, and 
the second with one in the MS. Catalogue, dated 1740, both of which, bound 
together in a folio volume, are still in the Library at Drummond Castle. The 
book has been in the possession of Lord Melville's family for at least a 
century, a press-mark indicating that it was in the library of Henry Dundas, 
first Viscount Melville. 

The book has been twice bound. This is shown by the verso of the blank 
leaf (folio 46) having the * set-off' (by pressure when binding) of the text on 
the recto of folio 47, although these two pages are now separated by two blank 
leaves and a portrait ; and, further, by the top of the name, * M. W°»« Stewarte ' 
(see /acsimi/e), being cut away. The portraits and all the blank leaves must 
have been inserted in the volume before it was bound the second time, because 
the irregularities in the surface of the plates have, by the strong pressure 
applied, been reproduced on the leaves immediately before and after each 
plate. The binding is unquestionably of the first quarter of the 17th century, 
and it was probably done in 1624 or 1625. The date of the portrait of Queen 
Mary (1624), the year 1623 after the signature of W. Douglas, and the year 
1624 on back of portrait no. 13, fix the former year as the earliest It could 
not have been after 1625, for the arms would be stamped on the cover after 
binding the book, and James died on March 27 of that year. The accompany- 
ing plate of the binding is reduced in size, the volume measuring lof inches 
high, 7i broad, and 3f thick.

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The volume presents only one feature of strictly bibliographical importance, 
and that is the title of the Acts of 1617, of which a facsimile is given by 
permission of Lord Melville. To this considerable interest is attached. The 
design is of a character common to many ornamental title borders of books 
printed in England and Scotland at the end of the i6th and beginning of the 
17th centuries, though I cannot at present point to any other instance of the 
use of this particular one' ; and it is in itself good enough to have been adopted 
by Finlason. But it is surprising to find so good a printer using so wretched 
a block as the photc^raph shows this to be. In the damaged state of the 
border, however, lies its particular interest, because it enables one to speak 
with certainty as to the material of which the block is made ; and incidentally 
conveys a warning against unwise dogmatising in matters bibliographicaL 
The blocks of this period, it is frequently maintained, were generally of metal ; 
yet this one is, without a doubt, of wood. The white spots seen in the 
reproduction are not due, as one might readily conclude, to worm-holes in the 
paper on which the title is printed, but appear in the impression of the border,, 
and are certainly due to worm-holes in the block itself. But for these, the 
broad transverse marks might well be taken for injuries which even a metal 
block could sustain ; although several have clearly the appearance of having 
been caused by the worm working across the wood, and so undermining the 
surface. There are two editions of these Acts of 1617 in the British Museum. 
One has no title-page. The other corresponds with the one under notice ; 
and so rare is the title-page, that these are the only two copies of it known. 
I cannot remember ever seeing an impression of a similar block in such a 
condition.

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THE FIFTEENTH CENTURY SCOTS BINDING OF 
THE HAVE MANUSCRIPT.^ 

By J. H. STEVENSON. 



THE earliest extant literary work in Scottish prose remains to us in its 
original manuscript, and in its original binding. 

The manuscript is a translation of three of the best known treatises of 
the Middle Ages — ^viz., VArbre (Us BatailUs^ LOrdrede CkevalerU^ and Le 
GavertumetU dis Princes. These are all in one and the same handwriting, 
written as it were unico cantsxiu ; and in the introduction to the first of them 
the translator announces that it is ' Translatit be me Gilbert of the Haye, 
knycht, maister in Arte, and Bachilere in Decreis, Chaumerla)m umquhile to 
the maist worthy King Charles of Fraunce, at the request of ane hict and 
mychty prince and lord, Williame Erie of Orknay and of Cathnes, Lord 
Syndere, and Chancelare of Scotland, in his Castell of Rosselyn, the ^ere of 
our Lord a thousand four hundreth fyfty and sex.' The book remained in 
the family of the Earl for whom it was made till somewhere in the seven- 
teenth century, and eventually came into the possession of Sir Walter Scott* 
His descendant and present representative, the Hon« Mrs Maxwell-Scott 
of Abbotsford, recently allowed the manuscript to be brought to the 
Advocates Library, Edinburgh, for the purpose of its being printed and 
edited for the Scottish Text Society, and has added to her liberality by 
allowing a photographic reproduction of the binding of the book, similar to 
the reproduction made for the Scottish Text Society, to be thrown off for the 
members of the Edinbuj^ Bibliographical Society. 

There is comparatively little of artistic or bibliographical interest in the 
manuscript itself; but the stamped leather binding is most admirable, and 
perhaps uniqtte.3

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The volume is i6jt inches in height and ii^ broad. The boards, with 
which we have at present to do, have their original brown calf-hide covering 
outside, and original parchment linings and end papers inside. , The outer 
leather, which has been injured, mostly at the lower end of the boards, has 
been partially raised, and relaid after the insertion of patches of new leather 
where the old had failed ; but the new is easily distinguished by the shapes 
of the stamps which have been used on it and in other ways. Enough of the 
original leather is left to show what the whole design of its ornamentation 
has been ; but it seems to have suffered from pressure, perhaps during the 
patching operations. 

There are two brass clasps on leather hinges. One of the clasps at least 
is apparently entirely original. Their style, which may be gathered from the 
appearance of the catches in the illustration of the binding, is of the date of 
the manuscript, and the same as that of the remains of the clasp of one of the 
Advocates Library copies of Wyntoun's Chronicle (MS. 19.2.3). 

The design of the ornamentation of the binding is too elaborate, and the 
stamps too numerous, to be described only verbally ; and on the other hand, 
little requires to be said when we have the photographic reproduction before 
us. This reproduction is made also of the exact size of the original, to 
facilitate the comparison of the stamps which are used there with those on 
other books. 

To complete the design, thirty-three separate stamps have been employed, 
and they are by no means apparently used without selection. They include 
four, or perhaps five, sets of two or more dies, and those that are not in sets 
are still not used irrespective of their sizes and characters. The stamps may 
be roughly catalogued as — one set of twelve (apostles) ; three sets of three 
dies (containing words) ; a set of two dies (containing rampant unicorns), and 
ten separate stamps of various kinds. This enumeration does not include the 
stamps used on the new leather. 

The disposition of the stamps on the board is also remarkable ; along 
with a certain amount of tooling in perpendicular and horizontal lines^ 
they compose a single design which occupies the whole board, and each 

under the notice of the Society's members. Since that time the book itself has been examined by Mr 
Gordon Daflf, and has been submitted by the writer to the experts of the MSS. Department of the 
British Museum, and photographs of it have been issued with TA€ Bmke of BataiiUs^ Vol. XLFV. of 
the Scottish Text Society's series, and in the Scottish Antiquary^ all without eliciting any additions to 
the information the writer has to place before this Society. 
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impression of each individual stamp has been made with care and great 
accuracy. 

It is scarcely necessary to call attention to many of the individual stamps, 
such as that which represents the Paschal Lamb with the chalice and banner ; 
the stamp with the ifts; the curved, fish-shaped stamps with the words, 
SktBItB^ (jE^ftrist, and j0luinntB ; the large conventional rose stamps ; the 
line of lozenge-shaped stamps with rampant unicorns facing dexter-ways 
toward the panel in the centre ; and the corresponding line, on the other side 
of the panel, of similar dies with unicorns facing sinister-ways; or, lastly, 
the stamp containing the lion and bear combatant, and the tree beside 
them.1 

The twenty figures in the centre panel are those of twelve of the apostles 
with their symbols. After the binder has exhausted his admissible ^ stamps 
here, he has b^un again at the b^inning, and made up his number with the 
first eight repeated. In each case he has begun at the upper corner of the 
panel nearest the fore-edge of the board, and worked towards the back. He 
has followed all orders in placing St Peter first, and the canon of the Mass in 
inserting St Paul, and placing him next, between St Peter and St Andrew. 
But it is not clear by what rule he has chosen and arranged some of the 
rest 

The Mediaeval Church did not observe a uniform rule either in the persons 
whom it included in the Twelve, or in — with one or two exceptions — the 
order in which they were placed, or the symbols which accompanied them. 
In these matters the practice differed in different places. St Paul, and in 
some places St Mark, St Luke, and St Barnabas, were substituted for an 
equal number of the less prominent of the original Twelve of the Bible.3 As 
the twelve stamps on the binding under discussion appear to be members of a 
set, they probably represented the Twelve as it was recognised at the place of 
the die-cutter who made the stamps, or of the binder who ordered them. So 
far as we can identify the figures by the symbols 4 which they hold, they 
represent —

5. St John, with a chalice and serpent 

6. St Luke or St Mark, with a pen and ink-bottle, unless the object in 

the hand of the figure is meant to be a palm and water-bottle, for 
St James the Greater. The round object under the hand seems 
to preclude the idea that the large knife, the emblem of St 
Bartholomew, is intended. 

7. St James the Greater, perhaps, or St Jude, with a sword, its point 

downwards. Elsewhere he is represented with a club, a halbert, or 
a lance, or holding a sword as if it were sheathed by his side, point 
down of course. 

8. St Simon the Canaanite, with a great saw, blade downwards. 

9. St Jude probably, with a club, which is one of the symbols with 

which he is found. 

10. St Philip, with a long crosier, which in this case has been made some- 

what timidly, into a double or patriarchal cross. 

1 1. St James the Less, with a fuller's club. 

12. St Matthias, usually if not invariably last, with a pole-axe or halbert 
Over the panel is a line of three words in Old English characters — 

3EhtBUB I JR^tiil I JohatnUB — each word in a separate stamp. Similarly 

there runs a legend at the foot of the panel, and on this legend the interest of 

the binding centres. It is in the same lettering, and the same number of 

stamps, and is— P^tridttB | ILotBtB tlU | ligabit. 

Patricius Lowes, binder, has been hitherto unknown or unnoticed. Who was 

he? Where and when did he bind this book, which he bound so beautifully?

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Sir Gilbert began his translation in 1456. It may have been finished in a 
few months, let us say — in 1457 ^^ latest. For such a book the binder would 
be called in forthwith. The Chancellor Earl, at whose command the manu- 
script had been made by an ex-chamberlain of the King of France, may, 
of course, have had in his domestic service a bookbinder, but of such a 
functionary the historian of the Sinclairs makes no mention. 

No doubt a certain amount of binding, some of it skilful, was being done 
at that time and earlier in the monasteries in Scotland, although no binder of 
name who was not a secular or a layman was known outside their walls.^ 
Beyond the monasteries, cathedral chapters, St Andrews University, and one 
or two castles such as Roslin, there were few places in Scotland in the fifteenth 
century where more than very ordinary binding could have been done. In 
those days a manuscript might, of course, have been sent abroad to be bound, 
as subsequently manuscripts were sent to be printed. If, on the other hand, 
the book was bound in Scotland, then Edinburgh for several reasons is the 
most likely town where a binder for a Roslin book would have been sought 
for.3 There, indeed, about the date with which we are concerned, we find a 
Patrick de Lowis, a burgess and a possessor of a tenement in the town. This, 
unfortunately, is nearly all we know about him. The sum of our information 
in its detail is that, on 17th October 1447, Patrick is spoken of in the Register 
of St Giles's Church as alive ; 3 that, on 15 th February 1466, the Great Seal 
Raster 4 speaks of him as dead ; and that his tenement was on the north 
side of the High Street, on the west side of the tenement of Duthac Wigmore, 
and above the ' two lands ' of Henry Bell, one of which ' lands ' was bounded

" Roslin is only eight miles by road from Edinburgh ; and Lowys, Lowis, Lowes, etc., is a Low- 
land Soots surname. Walter Lowys witnesses a charter, a.d. 1318, to land in the earldom of Dunbar 
(The Laing Charters, 22). The territorial family of Lowis of Manor, in Peeblesshire, is found as early 
as 1463-64 (Reg. Mag. Sig., No. 781). The fiimily of Lowis of Merchiston originated in Edinburgh. 
The various spellings of the surnames, mostly the random efforts of scribes, at a time when no one felt 
insulted at the misspelling of his name, convey no suggestion that the names were not the same ; the 
charter which passed the Great Seal on 33rd July 1658 (Reg. Mag. Sig., P. R. viii. 151), in favour of 
Ninian Lowis, is entitled in the record a charter in &vour of Ninian Lowes.

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by the Nor* Loch.^ A Sir Patrick Lowis, chaplain, is mentioned in a litiga- 
tion by an Edinburgh bui^ess on i ith July 1494.^ A Patrick Lowis, apparently 
a notary, perhaps the same man, is a witness at Edinburgh to a charter of 
1 517. 3 But though persons of the surname continued to hold property in 
Edinburgh for generations afterwards, the Christian name Patrick does not 
occur again with it. 

We have met nowhere else with any of the stamps used in this as yet 
solitary piece of Lowes's binding.

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THE HOLYROOD PRESS. 

1 686- 1 688. 

By WILLIAM COWAN.' 



DR JOHN HILL BURTON in his History of Scotland, describing the 
action of the Jesuits during the reign of James VII., says, *They had 
established a printing-press, and to collectors a few books are known as issued 
from the Holyrood Press during its short life.' He adds in a note, '' I am not 
aware that any of the bibliographers, in their accounts of the services of 
peculiar * presses,' have noticed this one." 

The history of the establishment of this press and its work during the 
two years previous to the Revolution of 1688 is still involved in some 
obscurity. The few facts regarding it, which are embodied in the present 
paper, have been gleaned mainly from Privy Council documents preserved in 
the Register House, Edinburgh, and from the Historical Notices by Lord 
FountainhalL The Register of the Privy Council might have yielded fuller 
and more exact information, but unfortunately the volumes for the period 
from December 1685 to the Revolution are missing. 

In the Claim of Right adopted by the Estates in April 1689, s^niong the 
charges brought against James VII. is that of subverting the Protestant 
religion by ' allowing Popish books to be printed and dispersed, by a gift to a 
Popish printer designing him Printer to his Majesty's Houshold, CoUedge 
and Chapel, contrary to the Laws.' There is no doubt that this refers to the 
press established at Holyrood-house, carried on first by James Watson, father 
of the better known printer of the same name, and, after his death, by Peter 
Bruce. 

In the History of the Art of Printing by James Watson the younger^ 
we have an account of how his father became established as a printer in 
Edinburgh. He tells us that John Cairns, bookseller, brought from Holland 
two Dutch workmen, Josuah van Solingen and Jan Colmar, for the purpose 
of printing the Acts of Parliament edited by Murray of Glendoick ; that

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these Dutchmen went into partnership with David Lindsay, Merchant in 
Edinburgh ; and that after a short time they bought back from Lindsay his 
share of the business. Watson goes on to say, * These Dutchmen falling into 
very considerable Debts by the purchasing of this Printing- House, and the ill 
payment of most of their Employers ; James Watson, Merchant in Aberdeen, 
my Father (from mere Compassion to them as Strangers, and being my 
Mother's Countrymen) paid Money for them to thrice the Value of all they 
had in the World ; and they made over the Printing-House to him. He went 
to Court, Anno 1685, to demand a Debt due to my Grandfather, of Money 
lent to King Charles II. in his Exile. But finding it could not be paid at 
that time, and having now too great a Concern in Printing, crav'd a Gift of 
being the sole Printer of Almanacks in Scotland, which he obtain'd ; and was 
also made Printer to his Majesty's Family and Houshold, for which he was 
to have a Salary of 100 lib. Sterl. per Annum.' From this narrative it might 
be supposed that Watson got his gift and appointment on the occasion of his 
visit to Court in 1685, but though the exact date cannot be determined, it 
would appear from such documents as are now accessible that his appoint- 
ment as Printer to the King's Household was not made till the middle of the 
year 1686, and that the gift of printing almanacks, or prognostications as they 
were called, was subsequent to that appointment 

That Watson's privileged press was set up within the precincts of the 
palace of Holyrood seems to have been largely due to an incident which occurred 
in February 1686, briefly noticed by Lord Fountainhall. Recording the doings 
of the Privy Council at one of their meetings, he says, * because a landlady neir 
Heriots Work had caused poind the presse and other goods of one Watson a 
popish printer there for his maill, this was made a combination and his goods 
violently tane back and brought doune to the Abbay and he protected then' 
There are among the Privy Council Warrants for the year a few scattered 
papers which shed some further light on the incident One of these is 
indorsed, ' Papers relating to the Tumult in Edinburgh,' and is as follows — 
* The Names of those that invaded the printing house at Herriots work upon 
the 17 of February instant betwixt 7 and 8 o'clock at night at which tyme in 
a most tumultuous and Barbarious manner they by the connivance and assist* 
ance of Mistress Flint got the occasion of a secret passage or back door hitherto 
never knowen patent Gave way to the Rabble to pass thorrow the samen and 
did most inhumanly Beat the servants and particularly Thomas Noble to the 
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•effusion of his blood and dragging him by the hair taking away his coat and 
tearing his cloathes in pieces and had he not made his escape and left the 
house open they had murdered him in the place' [names follow]. The 
^ Joumall ' or scroll minute of 20th February bears ' As to the abuse com- 
mitted on the dutch printers on Wednesday last at Herriot's Work bridge 
The Committee ordered that M' Watsone be called for to attend the Com- 
mittee tomorrow at ten o'clock and that he give in a list of the witnesses he 
has to aduce for proveing what he has to lay to the charge of the persones 
complained on and that the saidis persones complained on be ordered to 
attend that dyet' There are also several depositions by the witnesses so 
called ; and in one of them the place of the disturbance is called ' Watson's 
printing house in the Grassmarket' The landlady's version of the story is 
embodied in a petition by her to the Council. It runs thus : — * That where on 
Wednesday last at night your Petitioner being informed that Thomas Noble 
and the rest of the printers at Heriof s Bridge wes intentit to remove ther 
goods and gear furth of the s^ printing house without payment of any rent 
to your petitioner as propriatrix of the s4 land and who standeth infeft and 
hath ane dec^ of poynding of the ground before the baillies of Ed', and yfupon 
raised letters of homing And yf petitioner having desyred pay* of her rent 
from the s4 Thomas Noble and the rest of the printers befor ther removeing 
from the s4 printing [house] the said Thomas Noble standing with the kie of 
the door in his hand did most violentlie beat stryk and brain y\ petitioner 
on the head to the effusion of her blood in great quantitie and would have 
murdered her if shee had not been rescued from his hands Whereupon the 
s4 Thomas Noble and his associats sent for sogers from the Abay and there 
qiterd them that night in the said printing house. And y^'after y\ petitioner 
on thursday morning sent Ro*. Stirling mess! with the af? letter of homing 
to poynd and appryse the def'? readiest goods and gear who was stoped 
and deforced be Harie Osbum corporall to Major Murray and ane great 
quantitie of sogers w* him who tooke the goods and gear from him and 
•delivred and conveyed the samen to the Abay q'upon the s4 Ro*. Stirling 
protested they might be lyable in ane ryot and breach of his Ma*i^ peace and 
yfupon brak y^ wand of peice as ane instrument herew^ produced will testifie 
May it therefore please y'. Lo?* to ordain the s^ Thomas Noble & the rest of 
the printers to make payment of the rent or consign als much of ther goods 
as will pay the same and punish them as y\ Lo^. may think fitt' 
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The populace of Edinburgh was at this time in a veiy excited condition, 
caused by the action of the King and the Privy Council in the direction of 
the toleration and encouragement of the Roman Catholic religion ; and the 
dispute between Watson and his landlady seems to have furnished the 
occasion for what might be called a *No Popery' riot. In the absence of 
the Privy Council Register, it is not known what was the upshot of the 
landlady's petition ; but as regards Watson himself, it seems evident that the 
occurrence tended to increase the favour in which he was held by the King 
and the Roman Catholic party in the Privy Council. 

The earliest documentary evidence of Watson's appointment as Printer 
to the King's Household is a letter from the King to the Lords Commissioners 
of the Treasury, as follows : — * James R. 8l^\ Whereas we have thought fit to 
appoint James Watson to be Printer to our Houshold in that our ancient 
kingdome and doe judge it reasonable and needfull that a convenient Shop 
be provided for him It is our Will and Pleasure and wee do hereby authorise 
and require you with all convenient diligence to cause a Shop (at our Expence) 
to be built for his use in the outer Court of our Palace of Hol}^oodhouse 
with such small conveniences as you shall judge needfull for the said Shopp. 
And for your laying out the Expence aforesaid these presents shalbe to you 
and all others respectively who may be therein concerned particularly of the 
Lords Auditouris of your accompts for allowing the same a sufficient warrant. 
Given at our court at Windsor the 21^' day of August 1686/ 

Very shortly after this, the privilege of being the sole printer of the 
almanacs or prognostications was granted to Watson. The journal of the 
meeting of Privy Council on i6th September 1686 contains the following 
paragraph : — ' His ma : letter authorising James Watson printer to his Ma : 
family in this kingdome and all such as are or shall be employed by & under 
him To have and enjoy the power and priveledge of printing prognostications 
and dis-charging all others so to do without the said James Watsone his 
speciall licence Being read was ordered to be recorded and ane act thereupon 
accordingly extended.' The Act referred to gives and grants * unto the said 
James Watson the sole and only preveledge of Printing, Reprinting, Vending, 
Selling or Importing any prognostications into this kingdome after the date 
of these presents.' As will be seen from the annexed list, Watson printed 
and issued the Prognostication for the year 1687 and possibly also that for 
1688 ; but he seems to have had some difficulty in maintaining his monopoly,

for Anderson's heirs also issued a Prognostication for 1687 ; and in the course 
of that year Watson was obliged to petition the Council to enforce his rights, 
and punish the contraveners of the Act in his favour. 

In 1687, the Privy Council attempted to interfere with the liberty of the 
press, and to suppress anti-popish books. On 9th August 1687, Fountainhall 
writes — * At Privy Counsell the Printers and Booksellers of Edinburgh are 
called upon oath to declare what books they bad this twelve months past im- 
ported printed or sold, . . . and sundry of them were imprisoned and fyned ; 
and all of them discharged to print or vend any without a special licence and 
approbation from the Chancelor and the Archbishop of Glasgow But James 
Watson the Popish Printer in the Abbey is excepted from the Act, so he and 
his son may print or sell what they please against the Protestants.' That the 
press at Holyrood-house was established and maintained mainly for the 
publication of Roman Catholic literature, and was specially used by the King 
for that end appears from several entries in the Treasury Register. On 19th 
May 1687, the King addressed a letter to the Lords Commissioners directing 
the disbursement by the Chancellor of ;f 100 ' towards the expense of Printing 
Bookes and other Papers ordered or allowed or to be ordered or allowed by 
us to be printed by the printer of our boushold in that our ancient 
Kingdome'; and on 30th July the same year he sent another letter ordering 
that the Chancellor was not to be called upon to render any account of the 
way in which he had expended the above sum. Again on i6th December 
the King writes — * Whereas we did formerly appoint several good Bookes to 
be distributted (at our charges) amongst many of our Roman Catholick subjects 
of that our ancient Kingdome It is now our will and pleasure and wee doe 
hereby authorise and require you ... to pay . . . unto James Earl of Perth 
our Chancellor . . . the sum of one hundred pounds sterline money to be 
disposed of by him towards the payment of the pryces and defraying the 
other chaises in the dispersion of the bookes aforesaid without being obliged 
to make any compt of the same ' etc. Possibly the ;f 100 which is the subject 
of these letters is the same as that referred to by Watson the younger in the 
extract already given from his History of Printing as his father's ' Salary.' 

Watson died towards the end of the year 1687, the inventory of his 
estate being registered in the Commissary Court on 21st December of that 
year, and he was succeeded in his office of Printer to the King's household by 
Peter Bruce, the 'P. fi. Enginier' of the Holyrood-house imprints.

Peter Bruce, whose name is variously given as Bruce, Brauss, de Bruis,. 
and Bruschii, was a foreigner (he is sometimes called a ' German,' sometimes 
a * Flandrian '), who, during his stay in Scotland, was engaged in a variety 
of enterprises. It has not been discovered when he first came to this country^ 
but in 1674 we find him negotiating with the Edinburgh Town Council in 
reference to the scheme for bringing water to the city from the springs at 
Comiston. On 20th May 1674, the Council appointed the Lord Provost and 
others to *meit with M^ Brauss who offers to bring in y« watter and conclud with 
him y'anent/ The result of this was that Bruce undertook to bring water 
* from the well called Tods well at Comestoun ' to various cisterns or wells in 
the city, for a sum of £2goo sterling ; and he was also promised a gratuity of 
;f 100 if the work was satisfactory. Several entries in the Town Council 
Records give information as to the progress of the work, and in 1676 the 
Council expressed their approval of Bruce's labours, and allowed him a 
gratuity of £$0, which, however, does not seem to have been paid till five 
years later, and then only on his petition. 

On 26th February 1680, the Privy Council granted to Bruce the sole right 
for thirteen years to make and use certain ' ingines,' described in his petition 
as 'a most easy and usefull ingine for drawing of water out of coall-pitts 
quarries and other deep places,' and an * ingine for cutting of great goads and 
barrs of iron . . . whereby smyths and other artificers in iron works will be 
able to make nails.' 

The next enterprise in which we find Bruce engaged was a factory for 
making playing cards, which he set up at Canonmills, near Edinburgh. On 
20th December 1 681, he came before the Privy Council with a petition for a 
monopoly in the making and selling of such cards. The Lords granted his 
request, and prohibited 'all merchants and other persones whatsomever to 
import vent sell or make use of in this kingdome any playing cards after the 
first day of April next except those made by the said Peter Bruce.' He was 
not allowed to exercise his privilege without considerable opposition, and on 
several occasions he came to the Council with complaints that his monopoly 
was being infringed, and craving further powers to enforce his rights and 
punish transgressors. On one occasion he complains that certain of his 
enemies ' did under silence and cloud of night come to the said paper milne 
and there most maliciously and invidiously break doune the same and render 
her altogether useless ; ' further, that they * did divert the water from the said 
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milne when she was sett agoeing by opening the sluices and withdrawing the 
water ;' and, still worse, they 'invaded and abused the complainers wife and 
servants and threw dust in their faces and threw the complainers wife in the 
milne dame and committed several other outradges.' 

In spite of the protection of the Council, Bruce seems to have found it 
impossible to cany on his business in Edinbui^h, and in 1683 he had a paper 
mill erected in the neighbourhood of Glasgow. Here also, however, he soon 
found himself in difficulties, and was not allowed to carry on his work in peace* 
On 6th Januaiy 1685, the Privy Council had before them an action raised by 
Bruce against James Campbell and others, in which be accuses them of having 
* taken away the watter from the said paper milne and diverted the same from 
its ordinar and proper channell and brocken doun the milne dame whereby 
the complainer was destitut of watter ; ' of * debauching ' his workmen and 
seducing them from their work, and of various other injurious actions. The 
Council found Bruce's charges proven, and fined the delinquents 1500 merks. 
In his narrative of the case Bruce incidentally mentions that he had been 
employed by the magistrates of Ayr ' for raising upp a sucken shipp lying 
crose ther harbor which stopt the passadge of other shipps.' 

Probably the opposition to Bruce was due partly to his being a foreigner, 
and still more to his being a Roman Catholic Fountainhall, referring to 
Bruce's gift of a monopoly in playing cards, says, ' No manufactories should 
be given but to Protestants by the Act of Parliament in 1669 anent incouradg- 
ing strangers, and yet he is a Papist' 

As has been already stated, Bruce, after Watson's death in 1687, took 
possession of the printing house at Holyrood, and succeeded to the office of 
Printer to the King's Household. The King's letter making the appointment 
is dated 31st December 1687, but the press was in Bruce's hands at least two 
months earlier, for the younger Watson says, ' In October 1687 Peter Bruce 
. . . took possession of my Father's Printing House.' The royal letter is to- 
be found in the Register of the Privy Seal, and runs as follows : * We, taking 
into our royal consideration that by the late deceas of James Watson, the 
place and office of Printer to our Family in our ancient Kingdom of Scotland 
is now vacant in our hands, and at our gift and disposition, and being now 
graciously resolved to bestow the same upon Peter Bruce as a person suffi- 
ciently qualified for discharging the dutie of the same. Therefor, ... we by 
these presentis nominates makes, constitutes and ordains the said Peter Bruce 

M 
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to be Printer to our Family in our said Kingdome during all the dayes of his 
life, etc' The gift expressly includes the sole privil^e of printing prognosti- 
cations which had been granted to Watson. 

Along with his printing house, Bruce seems still to have carried on his 
factory for the making of paper and cards. In the Prognostication for 1689 
he gives notice that * There are to be sold by him, Printing Paper, Pressing 
Papers, and Pasboard all made in his Paper Manufactory, with all sorts of 
playing Cardes, made only in his Caird Manufactory, of which he has the only 
Priviledge ' ; and on 26th August 1690, the Privy Council have before them a 
petition by James Hamilton stating that he had acquired from Peter Bruce 
the right of the manufacturing of playing cards, and also the right to * ane 
paper milne built by him at Rastalrig,' and ' 2 machines for freizing of 
cloath.' 

The ill fortune which attended Bruce in his enterprises pursued him to 
the end, for he had enjoyed his new privilege and position at Holyrood for 
less than a year when he was forcibly deprived of them by the events of the 
Revolution. On loth December 1688, the mob, excited by the news of the 
landing of William of Orange, broke into Holyrood, overpowering the guard 
of soldiers ; and, in the general work of plunder and destruction which 
followed, Bruce's printing house shared the fate of the restored Chapel-Royal, 
and the Jesuit College which had been established in the palace. Bruce him- 
self was imprisoned with other suspects, and on 12th June 1689 he comes 
before the Privy Council with a supplication for release. In his petition he 
says that he ' Lookes on his Imprisonment to be but an evill recompence for 
all the good offices of his hes been performed not only within the towne of 
Edinburgh but in severall places of the Kingdom.' He further states that 
there was 'robbed from him by the rable upwards of Twentie Thousand 
merks of writtes and paper besydes the destructione was done to his house 
and family all being robbed pilladged and plundered from him not so 
much as a shirt left him or his wyfe.' The Lords ordained 'the said 
Peetter Bruce to be sett at libertie He finding caution to live peaceably 
and with all submission to the pr"^ Government under the failzie of Fiftie 
pund sterling.' 

With the exception of the disposal of his paper and card manufactory 
to Jamqs Hamilton, already referred to, nothing further has been discovered 
as to Bruce's doings, and it is most probable that after his release from 
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prison he left the countiy which had shown itself so ungrateful for his ' good 
offices.' 

From what has been stated as to the connection of the Holyrood Press 
with the King and the Government, it is evident that the pubh'cations of the 
press consisted mainly of controversial tracts on the questions of the day, 
Roman Catholic books of devotion and instruction, and official documents. 
It is extremely likely that of many of these publications no copy has survived, 
and all of them may probably be classed as * scarce.' The following biblio- 
graphy, therefore, makes no pretension to completeness, though it may serve 
as the nucleus for future additions.

Of these there are only twenty : the name of * Robert 
Palmer,' which is in the other copies, does not appear, and ' William Palmer ' 
is given in error for * William Parsons.* The title-page is followed by a leaf 
having on recto a dedication to Robert Ducie, Sheriff of London, signed 
* Tho. Ravenscroft ' ; verso blank. Then comes the leaf containing ' Of the 
Praise,' etc., followed by the index of tunes as in other copies. The index 
in this copy differs from the others in having the * English Tunes ' arranged 
in the order of their appearance in the work, instead of alphabetically. 
Further, pages 2 and 3 are wrongly numbered 3 and 2 ; and on pages 6, 7, 
the Ventte is set to an entirely different tune from that found in the other 
copies. The second leaf of this copy — ^that with the dedication to Robert 
Ducie — is apparently not a part of the original sheet as printed, for in it the 
water-lines are horizontal instead of perpendicular, and, besides, the preceding 
(ist) leaf has the catchword ' Of,' which is the first word of the 3rd leaf. It 
will be noted that, although the title of this copy mentions both the 
preliminary items — viz., ' A brief Abstract ' and ' That all Clarkes,' etc — ^yet 
it is only the former of these that is actually contained in the volume. 

The peculiarities now described seem to point to the conclusion that 
there were two, if not three, issues of the edition differing in their preliminary 
matter and in the first sheet of the work. 
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AN EDITION OF SIR DAVID LYNDSAY'S 
SQUYER MELDRUM, 1634.^

IN the Notes to his edition of the works of Sir David Lyndsay, Dr David 
Laing states that * no editions of Squyer Meldrum of an early date are 
known except those at Edinburgh in 1594 and in 1610.* And in the 
bibliography appended to the third volume Dr Laing gives the edition of 
the Squyer printed by Anderson's Heir in 1683 as the earliest subsequent 
to that of 1 610. 

A copy has recently come to light of an edition of this poem printed 
in 1634. The following is the title (s^t facsimile) and collation : —

The copy is unfortunately imperfect. It contains signatures A, B, and 
C, and a duplicate of sign. B, the binder having apparently included this in 
place of sign. D, which is thus wanting. An estimate of the space which 
the complete poem occupies makes it almost certain that the volume when 
perfect consisted of the four sheets, or 32 leaves, with signatures A — D. 

This poem seems to have been excluded from all the early editions of 
Lyndsay's collected works, although it is given in the table of contents 
prefixed to the editions printed by Henrie Charteris in 1582, 1592, and 1597. 
In the Inventory of the stock of Robert Gourlay, bookbinder, dated 22nd 
April 1586, there appears 'Item, the Squyer of Meldrum, blak, sax, at xiid. 
the peice ' ; but the earliest edition of which copies are now known is that 
printed by Charteris in 1594. This is found bound up with the 1592 edition 
of the Works. Similarly the other early edition referred to by Dr Laing,

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that of 1610, is found bound with the edition of the Works printed by 
Finlayson in the same year. In 1634 the Heirs of Andrew Hart printed 
an edition of the tVoris, the title of which is given in facsimile by Dr Laing 
(Vol. ni. p. 246). The present edition of the Squyer seems therefore to 
have been intended to accompany that volume. 

A comparison of the text with that of 1594 as given by Dr Laing 
reveals a large number of variations. Apart from mere differences in spell- 
ing, there are, in the two-thirds of the poem which the present copy contains, 
fully 150 lines containing distinct variations from the 1594 text Many of 
these readings had already appeared in 1610, but the majority of them are 
not found in that edition. In the next edition of which copies are extant, 
that by Anderson's Heir in 1683, the readings of this 1634 edition seem to 
have been generally adopted. 
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JOHN HAMILTON AND THE 'SCOTTIS BIBLE/'

JOHN HAMILTON in his FaciU Traictise, printed at Louvain in i6cx), 
frequently refers to what he calls the corruptions of ' your Scottis Bible/ 
and in page 327 he charges the Scottish ministers with deliberately omitting 
some words from Isaiah xix. 21. 

' Their sacramentaire ministers ' (he writes) ' to hyde this trew worsheping 
of God be sacrifice . . . hes mutilat this passage, takand out of thair scottis 
bible at this clause, " Thay sal worship him in sacrifice and gifUs^ What 
sacrilegious dealing is this,' and so on. 

By the 'Scottis Bible' we should suppose that Hamilton meant the 
Bassandyne-Arbuthnot Bible, Edinburgh, 1 579, the only Bible that had been 
printed in Scotland before i6oo. But the clause, or its equivalent, ^ shall do 
sacrifice and oblation ' is there, with a marginal note of explanation. 

I then thought that Hamilton may have had in his eye some other copy 
of the Genevan Bible which, though printed elsewhere, may have been called 
the Scottish Bible, as it was in general use in this country. The first edition, 
Geneva, 1560, has the clause in the same form as in the Arbuthnot reprint 

But Mr Johnston was good enough to call my attention to some articles 
by Dr Nicolas Pocock in the Bibliographer QJoXs, II.-IV., 1882-3), pointing out 
that in 1 599 there were half-a-dozen issues of the Genevan Bible described as 
* Imprinted at London by the Deputies of Christopher Barker, Printer to the 
Queen's most excellent Majestie, 1599, cum privilegio* Pocock brings a 
quantity of evidence to show that these editions, considerably differing among 
themselves, were printed in Holland for the use chiefly of English Puritans 
abroad. They abound in errors of the press, and in some cases whole lines 
are omitted. To these, then, I turned in the good hope of discovering the 
alleged fault in Isaiah xix. 21. Mr Johnston was able to show me four copies 
with that date and imprint, but each of them was found to be innocent of the 
error. 

' Read Febnxary 14th, 1901. 
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I should therefore be grateful if any member of the Society having access 
to sixteenth century Bibles, and having at heart the honour of the Scottish 
ministry, would assist me in the hunt for this curious omission ; if it be not, 
indeed, a hallucination on the part of Mr Hamilton. 

I may add that Mr Cowan has been able most ingeniously to confirm Dr 
Focock's theory that these 1599 Bibles were made in Holland. 

NOTB. — This paper is printed vtrboHm from Dr Law's own manuscript as read to the Society. 
Had his illness and lamented death not intervened, it would doubtless have been revised and possibly 
expanded by him before being printed. 

The reference in the concluding sentence is to the &ct that the title-page of these 1599 Bibles 
contains the first line of a psalm tune which is not found in any English or Scottish Psalm Book, but 
is that of Psalm I. in the French and Dutch Psalters.

THE RAE PRESS AT KIRKBRIDE AND DUMFRIES.^ 

By WILLIAM STEWART. 



IN the preface by the publisher ' To the Printers in Scotland/ which is now 
the only valuable part of Watson's History of the Art of Printings issued 
in 17 1 3, we are told that * in 171 1 Mr Peter Rae, a Presbyterian minister, set up 
a small house at Kirkbride, near Dumfries, which he continues going. He is 
an ingenious man, having made a press for his own use, and is making some 
advances toward the founding of letters.' The fact that, in face of this state- 
ment, no book bears the name of Peter Rae as printer, seems to demand some 
explanation, and the purpose of this paper is to set forth such available facts 
as will enable those interested in the subject to form an opinion of their own 
on Peter Rae's claim to notice in the records of the Edinburgh Bibliographical 
Society. In the first place, it will be desirable to sketch briefly, and with such 
accuracy as is deducible from the appallingly contradictory assertions of the 
authorities consulted, Peter Rae's career as an outstanding man in his pro- 
fession, and to show that, printing apart, he deserved Watson's characterisation 
of * an ingenious man.' He was born, according to the Dictionary of National 
Biography^ in 167 1, the son of a Dumfries clockmaker. There is good ground 
for believing that he followed his father's occupation in his early years, for he 
afterwards constructed, for the Duke of Queensberry at Drumlanrig Castle, 
an astronomical and musical clock, which is still in existence. Moreover, it is 
evident that he did not proceed straight from school to college, for it is not till 
1692 that his name makes its only appearance in the still existing records of 
Glasgow University, when it occurs with those of fifty other freshmen in the class 
of Master John Law. He would then be over twenty years old, an unusually 
advanced age for first-year students in those days. Perhaps he is the Peter 
Rae mentioned in a letter from the Moderator of the Presbytery of Middlebie 
to the Principal of Glasgow College in October 1696 (printed in the Muni-- 
menta Univ. Glas.\ in which the writer, with careful forethought, tells his corre- 

' Read Much 13th, 1903. 
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spondent : — ' If ye send your answere by Drumfries it will readily miscarry, 
only be sure to commit it to the care of Mr. Wm. Vetch, or Mr. Peter Rae, his 
precentor.* In any case, Peter had, in April of that year, received his Master 
of Arts diploma from the University of Glasgow — a document for the perusal 
of which, as well as of other papers, I am indebted to the kindness of his 
descendant, Mrs M'Culloch Jameson of Ardwall, now Lady Ardwall. Three 
years later, in 1699, he was licensed to preach ; in April 1703, he was ordained 
to the parish of Kirkbride, and it is here that Watson introduces him to us as 
a printer. 

It was perhaps through no fault of his own that in 171 1 he was at Kirk- 
bride, for there is still extant his ticket, conferred in 1708, as burgess and guild 
brother of the city of Glasgow : and it has been suggested to me by one who 
has knowledge Of these matters, that this ticket was in all probability procured 
for the purpose of aiding his candidature for some local pastorate, if not for a 
University appointment. But if such were its purpose, that purpose was not 
effected, and Peter remained in the Presbytery of Penpont till his death. In 
1697 he had had the discernment to marry a Mass wi' a tocher* in Agnes, a 
daughter — though certainly not the eldest, as the Dictionary of National 
Biography (probably following Scott's Fasti) says — of John Corsane of Meikle- 
knox. This family of Corsanes was a cadet branch of the Corsanes of Glen, 
which family, according to Nisbet's Heraldry y originated in ' an Italian gentle- 
man of the Corsini family, who came into this realm with an abbot of New 
Abbey, or Dulce Cor, in Galloway, about the year 1280.' However this may 
be, there is ample evidence that the Corsanes of Meikleknox held a prominent 
place in local affairs, supplying Provosts and Bailies to the town of Dumfries, 
as well as a Member of Parliament for the same burgh. This Parliamentary 
Corsane was thirteenth in a line said to number eighteen John Corsanes in 
direct succession, and was Provost of the burgh for the long term of forty-five 
years. The sixteenth John married Elizabeth, one of the daughters of Sir 
Robert Grierson of Lag, and it was their daughter who became the wife of 
Peter Rae. The eldest son of Peter Rae and Agnes Corsane was named 
Robert. John Corsane, the brother of Agnes, died in 17 17; his posthumous 
child died in 172 1 ; the right to the estate devolved upon Agnes, and by her 
special destination Robert Rae succeeded to his maternal ancestors, and 
assumed the surname of Corsane and the arms of the family of Meikleknox, 
Lady Ardwall has in her possession several letters from Peter to his son 
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Robert Corsane, in one of which, dated in April 1745, Robert is informed that 
the Magistrates and Town Council of Dumfries were attempting to deprive 
him of his burial place in the church (of St Michael), and he is admonished to 
' repair your tomb without, where there ly fourteen of your ancestors lineally 
descended.' 

I have spoken at some length of Peter Rae's domestic relations because 
they show us how the clockmaker's son was enabled by his marris^e connec- 
tions to take a much more important place in his neighbourhood than the 
average minister of his day could do ; to give his undoubted abilities freer 
scope ; and perhaps to afford to ride such an interesting hobby as a printing 
press. 

If Peter Rae's interest in mechanics may account for his toying with 
types and a press of his own making, the inventive turn of his mind is shown 
in his attempt at typefounding. It is true that we hear no more about the 
attempt, and have no evidence in the Kirkbride and Dumfries books of its 
success: but the mere endeavour should rank as a display of patriotism, 
for at the date mentioned by Watson there was apparently no t3rpe foundry 
in Scotland. Watson, himself half a Dutchman, was sounding the praises 
of Dutch pressmen, Dutch presses, and Dutch 'bloomers,' and the choice 
of a market for the purchase of type lay between England and the continent 
of Europe. It was not indeed till 1742, when Wilson and Baine set up their 
infant foundry at St Andrews, that typefounding as a separate business made 
any headway in Scotland : though after the transference of the foundry to 
Camlachie, and the establishment of businesses in Dublin and in England, 
the fame of Scottish type spread into all lands. Peter's own book on the 
Rebellion of 171 5, published in 17 18, shows, however, that an earlier foundry 
than that at Camlachie existed in Glasgow, for among the subscribers to 
the book is * James Duncan, letter founder in Glasgow,' the same who after- 
wards printed McUre's History of Glasgow — not, one would fain hope, 
from types of his own casting. Let me mention parenthetically, that 
another of the subscribers was ' Robert Thomson, merchant, postmaster in 
Glasgow,' who is entitled to bibliographical notice, as the proprietor of the 
'Glasgow Courant,' first issued in November 1715, which was * printed for 
R.T.,' and sold at the printing house of the College and also at the Post 
Office. 

But the question of the imprint on the Kirkbride and Dumfries books 
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still awaits consideration. We have seen that, according to Watson, Peter 
Rae had set up and kept going a printing house at Kirkbride. But every 
book that avowedly came from the Rae Press bears the name not of Peter 
but of Robert Rae. Who was Robert Rae? In a paper prepared by the 
Rev. G. T. Ferguson, of Dumfries, chiefly, as he informs me, from informa- 
tion supplied to him by the Rev. John Donaldson, for fifty years minister 
of the parish of Kirkconnel, it is stated, though erroneously, that the first 
book printed in Dumfries was the history of the first Jacobite Rebellion. 
It is added 'It was printed by his brother Robert in the year 1718.' I do 
not know on what ground, except a very plausible probability, Mr Donaldson 
should say that Robert was Peter's brother. A search kindly made for me 
in the Dumfries records, in the Register House, failed to elicit any trace of 
either Alexander Rae, the clockmaker, or of any member of his family, 
though there were numerous Rae entries in the period covered by the search. 
Robert may have been the brother of Peter, and I do not say that he was 
not, but I have no evidence that he was. On the other hand, Peter had a 
son Robert, who in time became Robert Corsane. Is ft not possible that 
)roung Robert may have been made to cover the inconvenient trafficking in 
business pursuits of a parish minister morally bound to give all his energies 
to the, at that time, exacting religious duties of his profession ? We do not 
know that Robert the son of Peter followed any occupation before taking 
up that of country gentleman on the maternal estate of Meikleknox. This 
he did in 173 1, though a change had apparently been in prospect for some 
time. But, whether Robert the printer was the son or was the brother of 
Peter, it is hardly doubtful that the printing business was Peter's property. 
First there is Watson's statement, supported by the Kirkbride imprint on 
the first book, for surely no one would set up a press primarily for the pur- 
pose of moneymaking in a parish so unimportant that in less than a score 
of years afterwards it was absorbed in the adjacent parish, and as a separate 
entity ceased to be. Then there is the doggerel verse of Robert Ker, fewer 
in Gilmerton, printed in 1719 in his little book entitled *A Glass wherein 
Nobles, Priests and People may see the Lord's Controversies against Britain,' 
in which Peter's connection with trade is assailed with not quite coherent 
warmth. The ' account of on[e] Mr. Peter Rae, one of the ministers of this 
present church ' is not too long for quotation in full. Here it is : — 
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I Came some furder on my road, 
At last I came into Kirk-bride^ 
And I there sate me down to rest, 
And thought what Way I would go best, 
I thought that Minister he did stray. 
And did not look like the right Way, 
If he a right Watch-man were bred, 
Durst he take up the Printing Trade, 
Altho' that Paul wrought with his Hands, 
The case is different in our lands. 
They have sufficient Stipends here. 
That may suffice them for their Hire, 
This is nothing like the Godlies Way 
For Ministers ought to Preach and Pray 
Oh He's selling Souls for the love of Gear, 
No other Thing he can do here. 
His Name is Mr. Peter Rae, 
I think he has gone far astray. 
Indeed he's gone to seek a Man, 
To teach him when he does go wrong, 
The Printing Trade he does now try. 
The Minister Trade he should lay by. 
Is this agreeable to his Station, 
No he should not have that Occupation, 
What Way will his poor Sheep be fed, 
When he is at the Printing Trade. 
He cannot be faithful to the people. 
According as it's in the Bible, 
Indeed there's People in this Age, 
They are very good for such Blades, 
They care not how few Truths they Preach 
Nor yet how smoothly they do teach. 
Their Service-books they will be mea, 
I doubt that Printer Peter Rae. 

Adopting, therefore, the legal maxim. Qui fadt per alium facit per se, 
we may, I think, say with some confidence that Peter Rae was the printer, 
whether the ' other ' was his son or his brother. 

A New Method of Teaching the Latine Tongue, by John HuMier, MinisUr 
at Air, came fi'om the Kirkbride Press (' Cellse S. Brigidse ') in the year of 
its inauguration. The Murtherer's Reward, and Topica Sacra by Thomas 
Harrison (the title of which is in red and black), followed by ' an imitation 
and supplement,' entitled Spiritual Pleadings — also from the pen of the 
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minister of Ayr— came out in 1712. The Oath of Abjuration no Ground of 
Separation was issued from Kirkbride in 171 3. The business had been trans- 
ferred to Dumfries by 171 5. In that year Robert Rae printed at Dumfries the 
Rev« Matthew Henry's Sobermindedness pressed upon Young People. But it is 
needless at this point to seek to enumerate (if it were possible) all the books 
printed at Dumfries in the dozen years or so of the Press's activity in the 
chief town of the Western Marches. Of the books printed at Dumfries, 
the most important — as it was the longest, and the only one that has now 
a living interest — is Peter's own History of the Rebellion, which was 
published in 1718, and re-issued, with additions; in London in 1746. The 
History of the late Rebellion : raised against His Majesty King George^ by 
Friends of the Popish Pretender is a solid quarto of 388 pages, besides the 
preliminary matter and an index. The title-page bears that it was written 
* By a Lover of the Prosperity and Peace of Great Britain ' ; the epistle to the 
Candid Reader is subscribed ' A Lover of the Nation's Prosperity and Peace ' ; 
but the dedication to the King's most Excellent Majesty is signed *Your 
Majesty's most loyal, most dutiful, and most obedient subject and Servant, 
Peter Rae.' It is a work of undoubted value to the modem historian, because, 
as the author states in his epistle — 

* The facts here narrated are carefully collected from Acts and Votes of 
Parliament, Proclamations of Council, private letters, approven Authors, and 
good informations from such as were witnesses of the matters informed of, or, 
at least, had sufficient opportunities of knowing them. The whole is inter- 
spersed with authentic doubles of letters, manifestos. Declarations, Proclama- 
tions, speeches. Addresses, associations, and other original papers worthy to 
be preserv'd, and which may be useful for the reader's improvement, as well 
as to illustrate some parts of the History.' 

There is good ground for believing that the publications of the Rae Press 
also included a newspaper, but beyond the fact that the newspaper did exist, 
all is conjecture. Mr Macmath has long had in his possession a fragment of the 
title-page of a copy of The Drumfries Mercury ^ Numb. 12 ; the back is blank. 
He found it pasted by way of repair in a volume of pamphlets which had 
belonged to the Gordons of Earlston. The date of the newspaper is unfor- 
tunately wanting ; but the latest pamphlet is dated 17 12, and the volume has 
the signature of Earlston, 17 18. Mr Macmath conjectures the date of the 
newspaper may be between these two. I venture to think this is probable, 
and would also hazard the suggestion that the paper may have been set on 
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foot for the purpose of chronicling the events of the ' Fifteen/ which Peter Rae 
afterwards dealt with so fully and so promptly in his History. The type used 
for the title of the paper is used in seven of the nine Rae books in Mr Mac- 
math's possession, and this is pretty strong evidence of the printing-house 
from which the Mercury emanated, but one must be prepared to be told that 
at such a late date type proofs are not quite conclusive. At present we can 
only sum up the probabilities, and these point to the Drumfrus Mercury 
being printed by Robert Rae about 17 14- 171 8. 

The other published works of which Peter Rae was the author are a 
sermon entitled Gospel Ministers Chris fs Ambassadors^ printed at Edinburgh 
in I733» And ^ Treatise on Lawful Oaths and Perjury^ which did not appear 
till after his death. The reverend author was minister of Kirkbride from 1703 ' 
to 1727, when the parish was suppressed, and in 1732 he was transferred to 
Kirkconnell, where he died on December 29th, 1748,^ and was succeeded by 
his colleague and son-in-law, Robert Hunter. 3 

In a fragment of a Queensberry rental in Mr Macmath's possession, 
relating to the Barony of Sanquhar and part of the Barony of Drumlanrig, 
there occurs, under the Barony of Sanquhar, the following entry in the list of 
arrears due by tenants at Whitsunday, 1743 : — * Nether Farding. — Mr. Peter 
Rae for Mart Kine, £\6' The identity of the farmer is determined by the 
honorific prefix, for only Masters of Arts were in those days described as 
'Mr.' The sum named is the amount of the commutation for rent as 

' That Mr. Peter Rae was ordained to a Benefice in the Church of Scotland on the twenty second 
day of Aprile one thousand seven hundred and three, and admitted to his present Benefice in the parish 
of Kirkconnel within the bounds of this presbytery on the Eleventh day of May one thousand seven 
hundred and thirty two ; that he was married to Agnes Corsan his present Spouss on the nineteenth 
Day of July one thousand six hundred and ninety seven, and that he has now alive five children viz^ 
Jannet, Robert, Marion, James and Alexander, aU above the age of sixteen years, is attested and signed 
at Penpont the seventeenth day of November one thousand seven hundred and fourty four in presence 
of the presbytery by (Signed) Pbtbr Rab Alkxr: Bayns Mod'- Ja Hunter Clerk. 

' 'Tliat Mr. Peter Rae, late Minister of Kirkconnel, died the twenty ninth day of December last 
is attested and signed, in presence of the Presbytery at Peni>ont the Eleventh day of January 1749 by 

(Signed) Albx^ Baynb. Mod! Ja Huntbr Clerk. 

9 Penpont 12th Nov. 1747. That Mr. Robert Hunter was ordained Assistant and Successor 
to Mr. Peter Rae, Minister in die parish of Kirkconnel within the bounds of thb presbytery on the 
29th day of October last, that he was married to Jannet Rae the 27th of March 1740, that he has now 
alive one child, viz. Elizabeth bom the 28th day of November 1742 is attested and signed at Penpont 
I2th day of November 1747 in presence, etc., etc. 

[These extracts, for which I am indebted to the kindness of the Rev. D. Bayne-Jardine and the 
Rev. J. H> Oswald, are from the minutes of the Presbytery of Penpont.] 
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expressed in marts ; and a mart, according to Cosmo Innes, is an ' ox to be 
killed at Martinmas.' 

The knowledge of Rae's factorage, which was the subject of a libel 
before the Presbytery, also comes to us in an extract relating to one of those 
personal wrangles from which even ministers of the gospel were not then 
exempt In Mene Tekel (by the Rev. Alex. Robesone, Tinwald), printed by 
Robert Rae in 17 17, is an ' appendix containing Remarks upon the pretended 
Vindication of Mr. James Gilchrist, late Minister of Dunscore,* in which (pp. 
19-20) the following passage occurs : — *' I grant that a minister may very law- 
fully receive a legacy, but not practice for it. The Romans very justly made 
laws against Captaiorts Testamentorum^ Practisers to get legacies. It 's very 
unministerial when a minister is called to make a Testament, to say to the 
sick man, give this 20 or 40 Pound to my son, as Mr. Gilchrist did, but was 
refused, as I have it from a very honest man who was present and drew 
the draught of the Testament. Mr. Rae is very much reproached by that 
Party, for a thing which Scripture and reason allow him to do in his 
circumstances, viz. : — overseeing the weighing of the Duke of Queensberry's 
part of the lead in Wanlockhead, which is no sordid thing, but what any 
gentleman might do, and takes him not up half a day in a month ; and yet 
they bear with Mr. Gilchrist, his oppression, extortion, and other sordid 
practices. This shews woful partiality.' 

Peter Rae was also libelled for belief in witchcraft ; for neglect of duty 
in visiting his people ; and for what concerns us more intimately — ' His 
printing the obscene ballad of Maggie Lauder/ The testimony of James 
Muir exculpated Peter from this last-named offence. Muir, according to the 
Presbytery minutes, declared (ist June, 17 15) *that he brought a copy of 
that ballad to Mr. Rae's house, Mr. Rae being absent himself, and that 
Robert Rae set the irons, and printed several copies of that ballad, and that 
he himself took some of the copies in his pocket ; and that the same James 
wrought off the copies in the press, and that Mr. Rae, so far as he knows, 
knew nothing of their doing all this.' The chief importance of this libel is 
that it records the printing of the ballad, which might have been in 17 14 or 
1713* or even earlier. 

Rae was for a long period Clerk of the Presbytery of Penpont» and is known 
to have left a manuscript history of several of the parishes in that Presbytery, of 
which the principal copy seems to have disappeared, though several transcripts 
of parts of the document were at one time known to be in private hands. A 
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copy of the manuscript was also known to be, at one time, in the Advocates' 
Library, but the late Dr Ramage was unable to trace its existence after 1834. 
According to this authority, who possessed the account of several of the 
parishes, ' Rae is rather diffuse and gives much that is of little importance 
. . . but probably the most interesting part of the manuscript to antiquaries 
is his notes on old families of Dumfriesshire.' But Rae lived in the pre- 
scientific days of history : now we have conceptions of history and facilities 
for realising them that were denied to our predecessors in times much more 
recent than those of Peter Rae. At least we can say for him that his accom- 
plishment as parish minister, ecclesiastic, mechanic, printer, and historian is 
such as can be equalled in its versatility and thoroughness by but few of the 
Scotsmen of his day.

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WRITINGS OF ALEXANDER PENNECUIK, M.D., AND 
ALEXANDER PENNECUIK, MERCHANT.^ 

By WILLIAM BROWN. 



ALEXANDER PENNICUIK, M.D., was born in 1652. He claimed 
descent, through his father, from the Pennicuiks of that ilk, and, through 
his mother, from the Murrays of Philiphaugh, Selkirkshire. 

His father, who had served as surgeon to General Bannier in the Swedish 
Wars, and later as Surgeon-General to ' the auxiliary Scots Army in England,' 
in 1646 purchased the estate of Newhall, near Penicuik ; but his wife having 
inherited the property of Romanno, in Peeblesshire, he, in later life, selected 
that as his chief place of residence. He lived to the mature age of ninety. 

The writer of the Memoir prefixed to the edition of our author's works 
published at Leith in 181 5, is said to have been Robert Brown, a subsequent 
owner of Newhall. He concludes, both from the social position of the younger 
Pennecuik and from references in his Poems, that he must have travelled or 
resided abroad in his youth ; but during his father's declining years and after 
his decease, his house was at Romanno, and from that centre he practised his 
profession. Mr A. D. Murray, who contributed an interesting notice of him 
to the Transactions of the Hawick Archaological Society ^ in August 1863, 
therein states that he practised ' in Edinburgh through the greater part of his 
life ; ' but, although he may have begun there, and paid the metropolis occa- 
sional professional visits, there are his own statements and expressed pre- 
ferences for his country life against such a conclusion. 

His well known Description of Tweeddale^ with appended poems, first 
appeared in 171 5, and although separate poems included in that volume had 
seen the light earlier, they were evidently issued by others without his authority. 
His words on the subject are sufficiently definite, for in his Dedicatory Epistle to 
William Earl of March, he says : * To the following Treatise My Lord, I have 
subjoined a few pleasant and select poems, at the importunity of several 
Ingenious Gentlemen, my Friends ; which were never before published, or at

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least with my consent or knowledge, and if any of them has been printed, 
its owing to surreptitious and False coppies.' 

In his topographical work he had the aid of John Forbes, advocate, son 
of Sir David Forbes, who in 1703 had purchased Newhall, which the elder 
Pennecuik had gifted to a daughter on her marriage. John Forbes, who was 
a friend of Allan Ramsay, was doubtless a sympathetic helper ; but the doctor 
had laid a sound foundation for his Description^ for, as he says, his * employ- 
ment as physician * had obliged him * to know and observe every comer ' of 
Tweeddale for over thirty years. And the result of these observations was 
not hastily given to the public, for Archbishop Nicholson had perused the 
MS. in some form or other in 1702. 

The doctor's death took place in 1722, in his seventieth year. 

I shall now describe the various editions of his works, in so far as I have 
been able to trace them, merely observing that until a comparatively recent 
date the publications of Dr Pennecuik and of Pennecuik the merchant were 
mingled indiscriminately in the Catalogues of the British Museum and of 
the large Edinburgh Libraries ; but that they have now been fairly well 
separated, and have been enumerated in the Dictionary of National Biography 
by Mr G. A. Aitken, the contributor of the articles on these writers. 

The first volumes to be dealt with are those which contain the collected 
works, and among these that of 171 5 takes precedence alike as the editio 
prinaps and as suggesting a rather curious bibliographical question, to 
which I shall presently refer. 

I may mention, in passing, that during my examination of copies, I 
came upon a very tall one, in its original calf binding, inscribed by a con- 
temporary hand, * For Sir John Clerk of Pennecuik,' and bearing in a later, 
but still an early handwriting this note, explanatory of the initials on the 
title — 'N.B. Dr Pennecuick of Newhall Romanno. A good sort of man 
tho. a very bad poet' 

The first point to which I would call attention is the * Advertisement ' of 
a map, which does not seem to have appeared. It is announced on the page 
facing the poetical section of the book, in the following terms: — ^ Kind 
reader^ You are intreated not to take offence, that the Map of TweeddaU is 
not yet ready to be insert in the Books, as was promised in the Proposals, 
by reason of Mr Adair's Indisposition and Unability to Travel, being confin'd 
to his Chamber by a severe Gout : He it was that we pitcht upon as the best 
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and fittest Geographer for the particular Survey of this County, which he 
undertook and intends to perform, whenever his Hands and Feet are again 
rendred capable to serve the Shire for that purpose, in order to a more exact 
Map than any that has been drawn of it hitherto.' It is evident from this 
that a prospectus or preliminary advertisement had been issued. A map 
was added to the reissue of 1815, accompanied by the Description which 
Captain Armstrong appended to his map of the county in 1775. 

My curiosity was first aroused in regard to this book by observing that 
a rather coarse poem, named ' Corinnae Concubitus, out of Ovid, done by the 
Author at the age of 18,' appeared in its index, but was replaced in the text 
by a poem on the Union of England and Scotland ; and, again, by the 
discovery of the displaced effusion in both text and index of an edition of 
the poems alone, as issued in 1762. 

This reprint is described in the preface to the Works, published in 181 5, 
as ' a mean edition ... so incorrect as to do great injustice to the author ' ; 
but the presence of this poem---originally intended for inclusion in 171 5, 
as shown by its place in the index of that date — raises the question of the 
exact relation of the two issues. That they had something in common 
typc^aphically, closer examination confirms. For while the pages 
frequently differ, they sometimes do not vary even in the smallest 
particular, and hardly ever do so after page 53. In fact, after most careful 
comparison, I have found beyond that page only a slip in a catchword, and 
a correction on page 64, where the word * Bean * appears properly as * Beam ' 
in the 1762 volume. 

It is impossible to chronicle here the very curious differences between 
the two in the earlier pages of the poems, but one may be mentioned. The 
poem immediately before * Corinnae Concubitus ' is, like it, rather coarse ; 
and a marginal note to the 1762 issue connects with it the name of a 
notorious local clergyman. No such note exists in that of 171 5. 

I have no absolute proof of the existence of the sheets of 1762 in 171 5 ; 
but It appears not improbable, from what has been stated, that they were, 
wholly or in part, in type then. 

Beyond the edition of 171 5, I have found none embracing the whole 
Works except that of 1815, published at Leith, with a prefatory Life of the 
author. 

Allibone names others in 1720, 1769, etc. ; but clearly he is mixing

up the productions of the two Pennecuiks. The Dictionary of Natumal 
Biography names an issue of 1875 ; but I have failed to find it, and 
Mr Aitken admits that its existence is doubtful. 

In now submitting a list of volumes and separate pieces, I do so in 
full consciousness that other items must be in existence, although the 
author's known objection to publication would probably render their 
circulation limited. Any additions to either of the lists given in this paper 
will be welcome. 

I begin then with the editions of the collected Works.

Dr Laing describes it in the first volume of his Fugitive Scottish Poetry^ and correctly states that 
it is not included in the published works as issued in 1715. It appears as No. S4 in the Dorian 
Bibliography {su page 42).

In it he includes Pennecuik's Panegyrick upon The Royal Army in Scotland^ and adds to it a 

He also includes Tke Weapon-showingi which is taken from 

Armstrongs Companion to his map of Tweeddale, and appears in the notes to the 18 15 edition of 

Pennecuik's Works. 
Brown again reprinted these and other items in the new edition of his own works (originally 

issued in three 8vo vols, in 1830), which he published in five voU. 8vo in 1832. The notes in 

these volumes also contain many references to Pennecuik. 



Of the second Alexander Pennecuik comparatively little seems to be 
known, although his name is familiar as the author of An Historical Account 
of the Blue Blanket and of Streams from Helicon. He was a nephew of the 
earlier poet, and claims, on the title of the former of these two works, that he 
is a ' Burgess and Guild-brother of Edinburgh.' He is sometimes designated 
'Gentleman,* sometimes 'Merchant,' on his other title-pages. He was 
writer of the Verses to Dr Pennecuik which form an introduction to the 
poetical section of that author's volume of 1715, where he signs himself * Al. 
P. Mercator Edinburgensis ' ; and he addresses the Doctor as his 'friend,' 
when reproducing that poem in his own volume, named Streams from Helicon. 
He seems to have been a man of education and parts, but of dissipated habits, 
and the notice of him, which we find in Wilson's (Claudero's) Miscellanies^ 
runs as follows, the lines being from a poem entitled Farewell to tke Muses 
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and Auld Ruku^ in which the poet henceforth abjures poetry, and says that 

he will strive — 

'To shun the fate of Pennycuik, 
Who starving died in tumpike-nuik ; 
(Tho* sweet he sung with wit and sense, 
He like poor Claud, was short of pence).' 

* He was buried/ says Chalmers the antiquarian, * in Greyfriars Churchyard 
on the 28th of November 1780.* 

I have seen no definitely confirmatory evidence, but in connection with 
the Trial of Nicol Muschet of Boghall in 1720 for the murder of his wife in 
the Duke's Walk, and the ' Last Speech and Confession ' published by the 
culprit in January 1721, I find that he accuses a certain 'Alex. Pennycuik, 
at present in the Abbey,' of having had a part in his criminal designs, and 
I suspect that the poet was the man referred to. 

There is in the possession of Mr Fairley an interesting broadside in 
which a denial is given by one Alex. Pennecuik to Boghall's accusations, 
with a reply appended by the prisoner just before his execution, and, if I 
am right, part of this broadside must be added to the list of our author's 
productions. A second copy of this sheet is in a valuable volume of such 
items owned by Mr Cowan, and it is there accompanied by a copy of The 
Confession. I quote the parts of it which are of most interest. It is headed 

A Gentleman's Letter to the Laird or Boghall, The Day before his 
Execution, With Boghall's Answer. 

Sir Edinburgh Jan. 5th lyff 

I'm loath to interrupt your Meditations, in the last Hours of Life, from 
Eternal Objects; But the Stain of being imprisoned, as accessory to your Wife's 
Murder ; the Desire of having my Innocence clear'd, and the Slander of the World 
stopt, makes it necessar I conjure you to do Justice to my Character. . . . 

I would likewise give you my Advice with respect to Others, mentioned in your 
Declaration : Charity obliges me to believe, no dying Person would be guilty of so 
horrid a Crime, as to palm upon the World a Volume of Lies : But your drawing a 
Vail of Silence over the Names of certain Persons, known to be deep in your Secrets, 
inclines the World to believe, that either you conceal the Truth, or the rest of your 
Assertions are Foigeries ; . . . 

I speak this as the real Thoughts of my Heart ; not to conciliate Favour to 
myself: I give you open Defiance. I can hold up my face, and say, 

— — Hie murus akeneus esto^ 

Nil canscire tibi^ nulla paleseere ^pa. 
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1 have always had a tender Respect for you since the Commencement of our 
Friendship: I wish to God you had followed my Advice; if you had, your days 
might have been long in the Land of the Uving. That you may have a Comfortable 
Death, and Assurance of future Glory, is the ardent prayer of, .Sirr, Your SauFs 
well-wisher^ 

To the Laird of Boghall. Alexander Pennscuik. 

Boghall's Answer. 

Sir, Edinburgh Prison House, y<i«. 5th 17!^ 

I Received yours, wherein I am sensible, you (according to your former 
Affection) have given me your wholsome Advice, to prepare for Death, upon the 
Confines of which I now stand, by relating Fact of every Person in the least accessory 
to any of these horrid contrivances intended so frequently against the Defunct, 
which, I bless God for it, I have done in all clearness, before yours came in my Hand. 
You very well know you was in Baillie Smith*s^ which, in relation of other Things, I 
could not escape to mention ; in doing of which, to the outmost of my knowledge, I 
have done neither you nor any other Injustice, as I am to Morrow to appear before 
the Supreme Judge ; being all from, Sir Your humble Servant 

To Mr Alexander Fennecuih, Ni. Muschbtt. 

N.B, The Originals are in the Lord Solicitof^s Hands. 

Pennecuik was dissipated ; and the Laird of Boghall, who was also a 
man of position, and who acknowledges to having been led astray by bad 
company, may have had him among his boon companions. That it was he 
who was so accused seems the more likely when we find a poetical effusion 
in Latin, appended to Muschet's Confession, thus titled — 

' Carmen acrosticum in Nicolaum Mushet, 
Ab amico quodam conscriptum,' 

in which the acrostic forms the words, * Nicolaus Mushet a morte redemtus.' 
Who so likely as Pennecuik to produce this? For that he had some 

acquaintance with Latin comes out here and there in his volumes, as, for 

instance, in the classical allusions which adorn his preface to The Blue 

Blanket. 

If this acrostic is his handiwork, we have in this connection a letter 

and a poem from his pen ; and there is yet a third, if another item in Mr 

Cowan's volume is by him, namely, an 

Elegy on the Death of Nicol Muschet of Boghall : written, at the Desire of his 
Friends. 
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Folio broadnde (about 15x9 inches). In two columns. It records tlie culprit's career in rhyme 
which may be sampled in the climax thus touchingly expressed — 

^At last, with SaUn, who had form'd the Plot, 
He leads her to the Fields, and Cuts her Throat.' 
After which he fittingly observes — 

* IVe plac'd his Sins in such a glaring Light, 
To inake the Mercies of the Lord shine bright. . . . 
Thus I Ve perform'd the Office of a Friend. 
Recorded his lewd Life, and pious End.' 

These lines seem to have the peculiar literary flavour of Pennecuik the 
merchant, who could, in one of his serious attempts, thus refer to a lady's 

tears — 

' Ah, have I pow'r to speak Susanna Cries ! 
And Beauty blubbers from her Modest Eyes.' 

Before proceeding to give a list of the publications which I have been 
able to trace, I may call attention to the fact that George Chalmers, in his 
preface to his edition of Allan Ramsay's Works, published in two volumes 8vo 
in 1800, makes more than one reference to this author, naming him as a rival 
of the greater poet, and possibly the author of The Flight of Religious Piety 
from Scotland^ upon c^count of Ramsay s lewd books. To show his rivalry, 
he appends the following lists of ' Poems on similar subjects ' by the two 
authors : —

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(1786) confounded the two Pennecuiks, and he quotes from him a report that 
the doctor had given Ramsay the plot of The Gentle Shepherd, In it he 
also says, as before stated, that the merchant poet was buried in Greyfriars' 
Churchyard, and adds that his name appears on the burial register as Alex- 
ander Pencook. 

Some remarks of David Herd, in a letter to George Paton which appears 
in Letters from Thomas Percy ^ D.D.^ afterwards Bishop of Dromore [and 
others]^ to George Patotty Edinburgh^ ^830^ must also be mentioned, along with 
the notes of the editor of that volume, James Maidment, for in them will be 
found (on pages 104-8), not only interesting references to some of Pennecuik's 
publications, but the following note from Mr Maidment's pen. It appears 
along with the statement that Watts has overlooked our poet in his Bibliotheca^ 
and it is accompanied by a list of his works, ' believed to be accurate,' but only 
embracing six items. 

* There is in the Advocates* Library (Jac. V. 8.20.) a MS. in 4to called 
" The Whole Works of Alexander Pennecuik, Gent, volum 2d." It com- 
mences at page 215. Upon the boards is written, " Edinburgh, January 1759. 
Ex dono viduae J. Graham, Bibliopegi cum altero volumine." The first 
volume is not in the Library ; and it is not known in what way, or at what 
time the Faculty of Advocates became possessed of the second one. There 
can be little doubt that the greater part of the manuscript is in the hand- 
writing of Pennecuik. The first poem, which is addressed " to my Honoured 
Uncle, Alexander Pennecuik of Romanno, M.D. upon the publication of his 
Miscellany Poems," occurs, with many alterations, in the Streams from 
Helicon^ P« 61 ; but a great proportion of the contents never seems to have 
been printed. One portion is evidently written by some other person — 
perhaps by Graham, the Bookbinder, and consists partly of '' Adversaria " and 
partly of transcripts. It is the same handwriting as a folio volume of 
" Adversaria " in the Advocates' Library, erroneously ascribed to Sir Robert 
Sibbald.' 

This manuscript I find to be of small 4to size, and somewhat carefully 
described in one of the MS. Catalogues of the Library. The enumeration 
of the pages runs on to 337, and upon 338 is a list of 16 names, including 
that of a City Bailie, which is headed ' List of ye persons who are furnished 
with my weekly paper.' (This may have been the periodical, Entertainment 
for the Curious , referred to at the end of this paper.) Twenty additional and 
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unnumbered leaves, which have at one time been folded and docketed, have 
been roughly sewn into the volume between pages 326 and 327. In the 
paged section all the poems are not in one handwriting, nor on one size of 
paper. The original handwriting reappears after the section referred to by 
Mr Maidment as being possibly Graham's, and includes an Index to the 
poems. 

I shall now enumerate the volumes published by Pennecuik, not in 
strictly chronological order, for some are undated, but beginning with his 
better known books, and reserving to the end those of which I have only 
heard, and of which, therefore, I cannot give full and accurate descriptions.

There is also a 'second edition/ dated 1720, 
which is the same book exactly, except that the titie has been altered to admit the words, ' The 
Second Edition/ and ' Entered in Stationer's Hall/ and to permit the imprint to become ' Printed 
for the Author, London, lyao,' or 'Edinburgh: Printed l^ John Mosman and Company for the 
Author: Anno. 1720.' That both editions— or all three, if one so pleases to enumerate them*> 
are really of one impression is perhaps emphasised by the fact that the titles to Sections 2 and 3 
of the book, which are included in the enumeration of the pages, but are imprint-bearing, are 
always of Edinburgh, and dated 1720 right through, and that the Advocates' Library copy, which 
is well preserved in comtemporary calf, has had its first title removed, the London one having been 
pasted in. The Signet Library copy — a London one — ^has not had its title tampered with. 

A word in passing as to the last of the three sections into which this 
book is divided. It again reminds us of the Muschet Trial, which occurred 
at this very time, for it links the author with the precincts of Holyrood, 
where, Bc^hall states, that his friend Pennecuik is residing in 1720. While 
touching upon this, I may point out that one of Pennecuik's poems named 
in Ramsay's volume was penned for a play first acted at Hol3rrood House 
in 1728. 

The next volume that calls for notice is the writer's important work on 
the Blue Blanket, by which he is probably best known. 

An Historical Account of the Blue Blanket : or, Crafts-Men's Banner. Containing 
the Fundamental Principles of the Good Town, with the Powers and Prerogatives of 
the Crafts of Edinburgh &c. By Alexander Pennecuik, Burgess and Guild-Brother of 
Edinburgh. [Quotation from Psalm lx. verse 4 and Gen. iv. verse 92]

8va A— K in eights, the title (printed in red and black), dedication and preface included. 
It is in the Signet Library. This book has been reprinted lereral times. The second edition 
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appeared in 1780, and included the Arms of the Inoorporatioos. It was reprinted in i8a6, in tlie 
volume entitled, TAe CcHstit$aUn of the City rfEdittiurgk^ where the editor has appended a few 
notes, and the said Arms, taken, he says, from Maitland's History of the City. It was also 
reprinted in Bailie Colston's book on the Incorporated Trsdes of Edinburgh, pobli^ed in 1891.

The volume is anonymous, but the 
Dictionary of National Biography attributes it to Pennicuik the merchant ; and its date, dedicatioo, 
and the recurrence of Mosman's name as publisher confirm this attribution. Maidment's copy, 
with cuttings inserted, was lot 2781 in his side catalogue. The price is printed on title as above.

' Let none believe this Satyr is designed

In a note of W. B. D. D. Tnmball in 1837, addressed to Jas. Maidment, he states that in his 
copy the 9th line of page 4 has the word ' surgeon ' omitted, and a blank line substituted, above 
which the word ' chiruigeon ' is written by the same hand as penned the following note, which he 
states is in his copy. 

' This was puUidied at Edinr 13 March 1725 by Alex. Penicuik on occasion yt ye chimrgeon 
lads in yf dty had lately opened several graves in and about yf place and raised up yr dead bodys.'

The DktUmaiy ef SaHmuU Biography does not state the number of parts issued. In the British 
Museum there is only a pamphlet of 6 leaves post 8vo, of a Chap Book appearance. It is the 
first part only, and contains four poems, although eight are named on title. 

The subject matter is often coarse. 

A compleat Collection of all the Poems wrote by that famous and learned poet Alex. 
Pennecuik. To which is annexed some Curious Poems by other Worthy Hands. 
[8 lines of poetry.] Part I.

Post 8vo size, but A — R in 4s. The British Museum has a copy, 136 pages. It has for catch- 
words ' Part III.' on last page. It is undated. The year 1750 is added in the Catalogue, but 
with a query. On the back of title is this advertisement — 

' It is hop'd, those who have a mind to take out this collection, will do it with all expedition, to 
let the undertaker know, what Number of the other parts to cast off. Price 8d. each part, fine 
paper, and 6d. coarse, stitched in blue.' 

The Dictiotuay tf National Biography gives the number of parts issued as six, but on turning 
to the letter of David Herd above referred to we have the foUowing statement, which seems to 
refer to the same book, although the title slightly differs : ' A Collection cf all the poems wrote by 
that famous and learned Poet^ Alexamdor Pennecuik, Bdinburgh, printed and sold by R. 
Drummond in Swan Close, No date. I have part 1st and 2nd of this ; the second ends with 
the Catchword Part III. These I got a long while ago from George Reid, who said he had them 
from James Reid, bookseller at Leith, and that this R[obert] Dranmiond, who, it seems, stood in 
the pillory, and died of grief before the [year] 1755, is taken notice of by Hugo Amot in his 
History of Edinburgh.' 

This volume includes, as Penicuik's, the poem A Fil for Pork Eaters, published separately by 
James Watson in 1705. as a quarto of 6 leaves. (See VoL I. of Laing's Fmgitive Scottish Poetry 
for reprint. ) It is also ascribed to him in the Dictionary of National Biography y presumably from 
the British Museum Catalogue, but the latter has now been corrected on my caUing attention to Dr 
Laing's note to the poem in the Fngitive Scottish Poetry, in which he says, 'This poem was 
printed, lamo Edinburgh n.d. in ^ Compleat Collection (naming the volume under discussion), 
but this was a spurious edition, long after Pennecuik's death. The author really was Forbes of 
DisUair.'

Herd says, in the letter above mentioned— * In a list of books printed at Edinburgh for James 
Reid, bookseller at Leith, 1755 ; annexed to my copy of the Fair Circassian, there is mentioned 
Pennecuik's Poems,' and adds that it may possibly be the issue by Drummond which is there 
referred to, but it was probably an announcement of Reid's own issue of 1756. Herd goes on 
to relate that Reid was drowned in Leith Harbour.

Wood ' (son of John Wood, Bookseller), ' informs 
me that the Collection in 1769— your copy I last saw — was printed for Coke, more than half a 
century Bookseller in Leith,' and it is, therefore, possible that copies may exist with that imprint

Post 8vo size. A — H in fouis. This favourite collection, so often reprinted, includes ' Rome's 
Legacy,' and ' The Presbyterian Pope ' (named on Part I. of the 1744 issue, but not in that volume), 
' Merry Tales for the lang Nights of Winter,' &c. It contains several pieces issued in the spurious 
Edinburgh issue of Drummond, mentioned above. Among the ' Others ' are Ramsay's ' Elegies 
on Maggy Johnston,' and on ' Lucky Wood,' and * Lucky Spence's Last Advice.' 

As the first edition of Robert Bums' Poems appeared in 1786, and the First Edinbu^h Edition, 
issued under the auspices of the Caledonian Hunt, saw the light in 1787, it is possible that the in- 
terest in poetry thus awakened had something to do with this Glasgow reprint. 

There is another item mentioned by Mr Aitken in the Dictionary of 
National Biography^ of which I have a description by the kindness of Mr 
Fortescue of the British Museum, but, as it bears so early a date, I fear to 
follow the ascription of it to Pennecuik the merchant without fuller investi- 
gation. It is titled as follows : —

It has been mentioned that Chalmers names TAe Flight of Religious 
Piety as a satire on Ramsay, and states his suspicion that Pennecuik was 
its author. The British Museum places it under his name ; I do not know 
upon what authority. Its description is here appended : 

The Flight of religious Piety from Scotland, upon the account of Ramsay's lewd 
books, &C, and the Hell-bred Play-house Comedians, who debauch all the Faculties of 
the souls of our rising generation. 

Post 8vo. 8 leaves. It resembles a Chap-book. At page 9 is found ' A looking glass for Allan 
Ramsay/ where we learn that 'he has been instrumental in ensnaring others,' and at page 15 we 
have ' The dying words of Allan Ramsay,' ending ' Exit Allan lUmsay.' 

It only remains to name a few publications which I have as yet been 
unable to trace, but of which any information will be welcome. 

Flowers from Parnassus. 1726. 

This is not in any of the four great Edinburgh Libraries, nor in the Mitchell Library in Glasgow. 
It is named by the DictUmafy of National Biography and by Allibone. 

Entertainment for the Curious. 

A periodical begun by Pennecuik under that title, or rather, if we accept AUibone's description, 
under that of 'Poems revived: the Blyth Man's Banquet, or an Entertainment for the curious.' 
He adds ' 8vo Edinburgh 1734, printed shortly before the originator's death ; ' but as Pennecuik 
died in 1730, there is clearly some mistake, unless it remained unpublished during the intervaL 
That it exists is certain, as the following editorial note by Maidment to Herd's letter to Paton 
proves : ' Entertainments (sic) for the Curious, 6 parts, very scarce. There was a copy in Herd's 
Library with MS notes by him, which was purchased by Mr Blackwood, and in his sale catalogue 
for 18 12 (together with the ensuing article,) is priced at £%• 2.' 

And lastly, the separate Poems named in the quotation given above from Chalmers' 
edition of Ramsay's Poems, save the one already described. These having been 
prepared for special occasions are almost sure to have been issued individually. 
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NOTES OF A VISIT TO ARCHBISHOP MARSH'S 
LIBRARY, DUBLIN.'

ARCHBISHOP MARSH'S Library in Dublin has, curiously enough, 
been alwa)rs passed over with little notice even in Ireland, while in this 
country its existence is practically unknown. Narcissus Marsh, Archbishop 
of Dublin in 1694, and of Armagh in 1702, was a great lover of books, and 
about 1700 determined to found a library. He built a 'fair large house' on 
ground belonging to the Archbishop, close to St Patrick's Cathedral. The 
house, which is not fair to outward view, indeed it is a hideous red brick 
erection, looks far more modem than its real date ; but when once the stair- 
case is ascended (for the library is on the first floor) and the door opened, the 
entire aspect is changed. The library is a beautiful room, and, like many of the 
older ones in Oxford and Cambridge, is arranged in the mediseval fashion, with 
bookcases standing out at right angles to the wall and a window between 
each. The ends of the cases are carved and surmounted with gilded arms and 
mitre. Another similar room goes off at right angles, the building being 
shaped like an L, &nd at the comer where they meet is a small, square, well- 
lighted room, used by the librarian, his assistant, and the casual reader. 

The library was at one time chained, and the marks of the rods are still 
to be seen ; the benches and reading desks are still undisturbed, though the 
student is not now allowed to wander about and read where he pleases. In 
1762 the chains were removed from the books and sold. For many years 
there was no access to the library from the street, but only a long and dismal 
passage from the close through the churchyard ; but about thirty-five years 
ago Sir Benjamin Guinness constructed a fine road to the Cathedral, passing 
close to the library, which is entered under a handsome arch, but, as the 
present librarian writes, this change was made too late ; ' the feet of the 
general reader had been for many years going in other directions.' For those 
who wish a full account of the building and its vicissitudes, I may recommend

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an excellent article in Vol. I. No. 3 of the Library Association Record by the 
librarian, the Rev. Newport J. D. White. 

In 1704 Marsh laid the foundation of his library by the purchase of the 
very valuable collection of books, 9512 in number, besides many pamphlets, 
which had been brought together by Stillingfleet, Bishop of Worcester. 
Stillingfleet had apparently been a large purchaser at the auction of the huge 
library of Richard Smith in 1682 (where another Narcissus, Narcissus Luttrell, 
had also been a large buyer), and many of his rare books can be traced to 
that sale. The Rev. Elias Bouh^reau, the first librarian, gave over two 
thousand volumes, many of which had belonged to Tanaquil le F^vre, the 
father of Madame Dacier ; and several other bequests were received, including 
Marsh's own books. In 1859 the library was estimated to contain about 
18,000 volumes, but after its earlier years it was never properly kept up, and 
the endowment was only sufficient to pay the salary of the librarian, leaving 
practically nothing to be spent on books. In 1739 the amount allowed for 
books and binding was £g, 4s. 8d., and a similar amount was available for 
repairs to the fabric. Into such a low state did the library and its affairs get 
that many suggestions were made for removing it or adding it to other larger 
libraries. However, Sir Benjamin Lee Guinness included Marsh's library in 
his restoration of St Patrick's Cathedral, and settled a small endowment upon 
it Like Cambridge University Library, alas ! the library has suffered dread- 
fully from the depredations of book stealers, and it was estimated in 1828 that 
some 1200 volumes were taken. The thieves, too, were evidently educated 
ones, for it is the rarest books that have gone : the Sarum Missal of 1494, the 
Dives and Pauper of 1496, the Commendations of Matrimony of 1 528, and such 
like. Book after book that I turned up in the catalogue and asked to see was 
reported missing. The note posted in 1750 by the librarian began : 'A con- 
siderable number of books having been from time to time stolen from the 
library by persons under the denomination of gentlemen, claiming a privilege 
to read in it according to the statutes, to guard against the thefts of such 
infamous villains in future ... an honest porter is appointed to watch and 
search every person leaving the library.' However, now, access to the shelves 
is not allowed. 

The manuscripts are not so important as might be expected, and Marsh's 
own collection was, I believe, bequeathed to Oxford. There is a very curious 
volume of the lives of the Irish saints, generally, though wrongly, known as 
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the Codix Kilkennunsis, The real volume of that name was used by Colgan, 
but is now lost, and Marsh's volume is the Codex Artnackanus. There is a 
copy of the Liber Niger of Archbishop Alan, and the same archbishop's 
Repertorium Viride^ a description of the diocese of Dublin, made in 1530. 
There is the original autc^aph of Bishop Bedell's Irish Bible, which is still of 
importance, as the Apocrypha has never been printed. Besides a consider- 
able number of other manuscripts relating to Ireland and Dublin is Marsh's 
own diary from 1638 to 1694. 

There are also some annotated books of importance : Laud's copy, with 
his notes of Bellarminis Works ; the Annals of Baronius^ with notes of Isaac 
Casaubon ; and a copy of ClarendotCs History^ with abusive notes of a very 
anti-Scottish character by Dean Swift. 

The library contains a fair number of fifteenth century books, though 
nothing of the very first importance, which have been separately catalogued 
by the librarian ; but my week was mainly devoted to the earlier English 
books, of which there is a large, though unfortunately much diminished, 
number. Of service books, the earliest — the 8vo Sarum Missal of 1494 — 
has been stolen, and the next in order is the Psalter printed at London 
by Wynkyn de Worde in 1503. This is a very sound, fine copy, in an 
abominable modem ^church service' binding, and is one of two copies 
known, the other being in the British Museum. There is also the Psalter 
printed by Pynson in 1524, of which there is another example in the 
Bodleian. This copy is in the original Pynson stamped binding, with a 
panel containing the Tudor rose and vine-leaves. Inside has been inserted 
a small broadside indulgence, apparently printed by R. Faques about 1520, 
issued by Cardinals Wolsey and Campeggio in order to obtain funds for 
building at Hereford Cathedral. Of editions of the Hours or Primer^ the 
earliest is dated 15 19, and printed at Paris by Regnault There is also an 
edition of Hilsey's Pritner of 1539, printed at London by John Mayler for 
John Wayland, Andrew Hester, and Michael Lobley. This copy belonged 
early in the seventeenth century to Humphrey Dyson, who paid 2s. 6d. for 
it; and it was afterwards sold at Richard Smith's auction [1682], lot 51. 
The other Primers are later editions published in the reign of Mary. Of 
the Expositio Hymnorum et Sequentiamm there are two editions, printed 
at London by W. de Worde in 1514 and 1515. Several other copies of 
each are known ; but the present copy of the first is in an original panel 
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binding containing the figures of four saints, and signed with the initials 
S. G. The Sarum Martyloge printed by W. de Worde in 1526 is also a 
fine copy in original stamped binding with two panels, one containing the 
arms of England and supporters, the other four saints. On both are the 
binder's initials, G. R. It is interesting to notice that the copy of the book 
preserved in the library at Lambeth is in identical binding. 

Besides these, there are copies of Marian editions of the Processional^ 
Missal^ and Breviary. 

There are two York service books, the Missal of 1530 and an undated 
Manual — the latter undoubtedly the most interesting service book in the 
library, and the only copy known. It was printed for John Gachet, the 
York bookseller, but there is no clue to the printer or place of printing. It 
has, so far, been ascribed to about 1516 ; but it would appear to be later, and 
to belong to the last group of Henry VIII. service books, about 1530-33. 
An important cut at the end of the Tne of Jesse will, no doubt, give a clue 
to the printer. 

The early religious and controversial works of the time of the Reforma- 
tion — many of them printed abroad — formed at one time a very important 
part of the library, but one that has suffered more than any other from theft 
Such very rare books as the Commendations of Matrimony of 1528 and many 
works of Bale have disappeared. One of these volumes, missing for many 
years, was purchased at a sale, and re-presented to the library. It is a copy 
of Bale's Comedy concemynge thre Lawes^ of Nature^ Moses and Christ. In it 
occurs — very much out of place — ^the song, ' Buy a broom,' with staves printed 
for the music, but without notes. I also noticed Coverdale's abridgment of 
Erasmus' Enchiridion (1545), a Defence of a certayne poor Christian man — 
both printed abroad ; the Compendyouse Somme of the very Christian relygyon^ 
an unknown edition printed by Byddell in 1535 ; Cheke's Chrysostom of 1545, 
the Confutation of unwritten verities^ and the Complaint of Roderick Mors, 

Of books printed by Wynkyn de Worde, besides those mentioned above 
there are the Chronicles of England of 1502 and the Nova Legenda Anglie 
of 1 5 16. The Dives and Pauper of 1496 has disappeared. 

Pynson is represented by the Oratio of Petrus Gryphus of 1509, an 
extremely rare tract, of which there are two copies. It is one of the first 
books printed in England in the Roman letter. Besides these, there are 
Fabian's Chronicle of 15 16, and another excessively rare book published 
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in 1523, Fitzherbert's Book of Surveyings of which only four copies are 
known. 

But the most interesting discovery among these early English books was 
one printed by Julyan Notary which has always been considered non-existent, 
or entirely lost It is the first edition of NiauUmu^ Gospel^ printed in 1507. 
It occurred in a volume of tracts printed early in the seventeenth century, 
mentioned in R. Smith's sale catalogue in 1682. As no edition of 1507 
could be found, and as there is an edition printed about 1620 — ^which would 
just range in date with the other tracts mentioned as in the volume — I 
concluded the cataloguer had made some mistake. The volume was bought 
by Stillingfleet at Smith's sale, and passed to Marsh's library in 1700, where 
it has ever since lain hid. The Notary is a tract of twenty-two leaves, with 
illustrations, three being engraved on metal in the 'mani^re criblte,' and 
forming part of a set which Notary must have obtained from abroad, and 
which he partly used in his edition of the Golden Legend. The only other 
Notary is the Exposiiio efistolarum et evangeliorum of 1509. 

Richard Faques is represented by the Mirror of our Lady of 1530, a 
copy of which, unfortunately, wants the last part It originally belonged to 
Humphrey Dyson, who paid five shillings for it, afterwards to Smith, 
and then to Stillingfleet The long footnote in Herbert's Typographical 
Antiquities relating to it is thus incorrect 

The Lyndewode of 1506 and the Pupilla Oculi of 15 10, printed for 
Pelgrim and Jacobi, the booksellers at the sign of the Trinity, are both in 
the library ; but it does not seem to possess any of the rarer books of these 
publishers. Both books were probably once the property of Smith, as both 
occur in his catalogue ; but of this catalogue I have never been able to trace 
a copy with purchasers' names, and I should be exceedingly grateful to 
anyone who could refer me to one. The majority of the rarities in Smith's 
library were collected at the end of the sixteenth century and beginning 
of the seventeenth century by Humphrey Dyson, whose own manuscript 
catalogue, with the notes of the prices he paid for his books, I was fortunate 
enough to find some years ago in a college library in Oxford ; and I hope 
that some day it may be printed, with notes. 

There are two interesting books printed by Berthelet, the Censurae 
Academiarum^ relating to Henry VIII.'s divorce, printed in 1530, issued 
early in his career as a printer; and the Newe Addidons^ printed in 1531. 
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This latter belonged, about 1600, to Humphrey Dyson, who paid one shilling 
for it 

Of early Cambridge books there are two, Bullock's Orotic, 1521, and the 
Pafyrius Giminus of 1522 — ^the first and the last books issued from the early 
press. 

There is a copy also of the fine edition of the Policraniccn, printed in 
1 527 by Peter Treveris for John Reynes. 

The number of English books before 1640 is very considerable, and the 
present librarian is at work on a catalogue which, it is hoped, may soon be 
published, since, as there is no printed catalogue of the library, its contents 
are practically unknown. 

As regards specimens of old bindings, the collection is probably fairly 
well off, but I had not much opportunity of examining the shelves, and without 
doing so it is difficult to form an opinion. One early English binding is 
remarkable, tooled with a not uncommon roll, containing the binder's initials, 
W. G. and I. G., but unlike any other specimen of early English work which I 
have ever seen, the roll, instead of being blind-tooled, is worked in gold. A 
considerable number of the volumes have been repaired or rebound at an early 
date, and any printed fragments which might have lined or formed part of the 
covers destroyed. 

Fortunately, or unfortunately, only some ;f 10 are available for spending 
each year on the library, so that there has been little repairing of late years. 

Among Scottish books I did not notice many of interest There is 
Buchanan's Admonition, printed at Stirling by Lekprevik in 1581, and 
Rollock on the Ephesians, of 1 590 ; and Leslie's ' Treatise,' touching the right 
of Mary Queen of Scots, printed in 1584. This copy is interesting as having 
belonged to Humphrey Dyson, and containing what I have never elsewhere 
seen, his printed book-stamp. Within a border of type ornament is the 
inscription in two lines, ' HvMFRiDVS Dyson, Notarius publicus me possidet 
161 1.' Like many of his books, this was acquired by Richard Smith, and is 
No. 513, p. 204, in his auction catal<^ueof 1682. 

Another book of Scottish interest is the work of Alexander Alesius or 
Allen, on the subject of allowing the Scriptures to be read. It is quoted 
under Scotland in Herbert's Typographical Antiquities, III., p. 1472, though 
really printed abroad. 

There is one very interesting volume of Edinbui^h tracts, mostly written 
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by Alexander Julius, some sixteen in number, printed by Hart, Finlayson, 
and Charteris between the years 1606 and 1614. Some of these were other- 
wise unknown when I wrote of them to Mr Aldis in July, but I believe copies 
have since then been found in the University Library, Cambridge. Of one 
tract, ' Descriptio horrendi parricidii,' two copies of the title-page and last leaf 
have been bound up by mistake, and as the copy in the Advocates Library 
wants the title-page, perhaps judicious overtures might obtain a duplicate. 

In conclusion, I must say a word of praise as to the ready accessibility of 
the library, which is open daily from ten to four, though shut for some six or 
eight weeks from early in July. An assistant librarian is always present, 
whose ready kindness makes work there a pleasure. But the little use made 
of the collection may be judged from the fact that during the eight days I was 
working there I was the one solitary reader. 



Since the above was written, I have had the opportunity of examining, 
through the kindness of Mr Quaritch, the original auctioneer's own copy of 
the catalogue of Richard Smith's sale, with the prices and purchasers' names. 
Unfortunately, then as now, the name of the real purchaser rarely appears, 
only that of his agent I give below a list of some of the books mentioned in 
my paper, with the prices :

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ELEGIES AND OTHER TRACTS ISSUED ON THE 
DEATH OF HENRY, PRINCE OF WALES, 1612.' 

By JOHN PHILIP EDMOND. 



[A somewhat sad interest attaches to the fact that the writers of two papers read 
to the Society on 14th February 1901 should both have been removed by death before 
these papers came to be printed in the Society's publications. 

The short paper by Dr Law on John Hamilton and the Scottis Bible will be found 
at page 105 of the present volume, and the following is the paper read the same 
evening by Mr J. P. Edmond, Dr Law's successor in the librarianship of the Signet 
Library. 

It is hardly possible to overestimate the value of the services rendered by Mr 
Edmond to the Society or the loss which it has sustained by his untimely death. In 
recognition of his eminence as a bibliographer he was elected a corresponding member 
of the Society very shortly after its institution, and he not only made many most 
valuable and important contributions to its publications, but he was at all times most 
willing to place his wide knowledge at the service of any member engaged in biblio- 
graphical research. On coming to Edinburgh he became one of the ordinary members 
ci the Society, and on the earliest possible occasion thereafter he was elected to the 
office of President. His unexpected death, after a short illness, on 30th January, 
has inflicted a grievous loss not only on the Society, but on all interested in the study 
of bibliography. 

Mr Edmond's devotion to the interests of the Society continued to the end. The 
last public duty which he performed was to preside at the meeting on the nth 
January ; and for some time previously he had been occupied with the completion and 
revision for the press of papers which he had contributed on former occasions. 
Fortunately the paper dealing with the Prince Henry Tracts was left by him in a 
condition sufficiently complete for publication, and it is a satisfaction to the Committee 
to be able to put this paper into the hands of the members. 

The introductory portion is printed from Mr Edmond's manuscript as read to the 
Society. In the bibliographical list a few emendations and additions have been made.] 

THE compilation of this bibli<^[raphy was suggested by some members 
of this Society three years ago, when I exhibited, by Lord Crawford's 
express desire, the little collection of tracts on the death of Prince Henry 
which he possesses. I never quite lost sight of the suggestion ; but I cannot

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profess to have done anjrthing towards carrying it out until your Secretary, 
whose wishes I am always most willing to comply with, asked me, at the 
close of last year, to contribute a paper for this session. This subject 
seemed suitable for a Scottish society to undertake, and I thought I had 
under my thumb the materials for an interesting paper. After having 
worked at it for some weeks, I regret that the bibliography is still in an 
unfinished state. It has proved a far tougher piece of work than I expected ; 
and, although the bibliographical interest may be considerable, I fear the 
literary interest is very slight indeed. 

Let me first state briefly the facts relating to the subject of this paper. 
Henry Frederick, Prince of Wales, the eldest son of James VI. and I. and 
of Anne of Denmark, was bom in Stirling Castle on the i8th of February 
1593-4. He grew to be a well-developed, athletic youth. He cannot be 
said to have been possessed of any extraordinary mental powers, his bent 
lying rather in the direction of physical exercises. He was fond of all kinds 
of manly sports, such as golf, tennis, fencing, and tilting. He seems to have 
been a universal favourite, and even caused his old father a certain amount 
of jealousy. When James found that his son's court at St James's became 
more frequented than his own, the King is said to have exclaimed, * Will he 
bury me alive ? ' This promising young life was cut short when the Prince 
was only eighteen years and nine months old. He died at St James's Palace 
on the 6th of November 1612. His illness began after a game of tennis, 
which he had played in the wintry weather, stripped of his outer clothing. 
He was believed to have caught a chill, which developed into a fever, which 
medical authorities of the present day, from the symptoms described by 
contemporary writers, think to have been typhoid. 

If one may judge from the expressions of grief in the tracts under 
review, the nation must have felt the loss most acutely. Of course, due 
allowance must be made for the extravagant language of courtiers and of 
those holding office in the Prince's household. But, even after these 
inflated terms are discounted, we can see that the Prince's sudden death 
caused a chord of genuine sorrow to vibrate among all classes of the people. 
Contemporary writers testify to the universality of the grief. Sir Simonds 
D'Ewes wrote, 'The lamentation made for him was so general, as men, 
women, and children partook of it.' 

I have already spoken of the Prince's tastes. His character was 
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admirably summed up by Bacon as, slow of speech, pertinent in his 
questions, patient in listening, and of strong understanding. His interfer- 
ence in state affairs is said to have sometimes roused the displeasure of 
the King. Indeed, he was said by Goodman to 'sometimes pry into the 
King's actions, and a little dislike them * ; and he significantly adds, ' truly 
I think he was a little self-willed.' 

Many have speculated on the possible course of events had Prince Henry 
been spared to succeed James on the English throne. Would this island have 
been spared the horrors of the Great Rebellion with its crowning tragedy ? 
It is needless to do more than refer to the Prince's character, as related by his 
contemporaries. There was no evidence of what one may term a bom ruler 
of men. Rather it is to be feared there were the same qualities which caused 
the downfall of the monarchy in the succeeding reign. 

But to come to the tracts. The Prince, as I said, died on 6th November, 
and between that date and the 7th December 161 2, when he was buried in 
Westminster Abbey, the printing press literally rained tears of black ink. 
Although a good many of the works I have described were probably issued 
before the funeral, the torrent of grief was by no means dried up when the 
earth had closed over the remains of the Prince. It will be seen that the 
demand for the lugubrious literature continued and was carried into the 
following year. Daniel Price, Dean of Hereford, one of his chaplains, 
published a sermon on the first anniversary of the Prince's death, and even 
on the second anniversary. Beyond that date, 1614, I have not carried this 
bibliography. 

Of the works that I have described, twenty-one bear the date 161 2, the 
second part of one (no. 15) being dated 1613 ; twenty are dated 1613, and 
only three 1614. But as many are published in England, where the year did 
not begin until the 25th of March, it is possible that the publication of some 
of the tracts, dated 1612, did not take place until after the ist of January 161 3 
of the present reckoning. It is quite possible that a search in the Stationers' 
Registers, which I hope to make, may set this point at rest. 

In the compilation of this bibliography I have derived assistance from the 
list given by Nichols in his Progresses of King James L 1828 (Vol. 2, pp. 
504-5 12), I have also been indebted to the works of Mr. W. C. Hazlitt, whose 
Handbook of Early English Literature and Collections and Notes occasionally 
helped to check a collation or furnish a fact that I might have overlooked. 
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The Catalogue of the Huth Library and the Catalogue of the Library of Sir 
Thomas Brooke have also been useful. Nor must I omit to mention my 
indebtedness to Mr. F. Madan's EaHy Oxford Press, and to Mr. R. Bowes' 
Catalogue of Cambridge Books, for information on the tracts printed at the 
two Universities. Mr. C. E. Sayle's EaHy English Printed Books in the 
University Library, Cambridge (1475-1640), has also been most helpful, and 
I gladly acknowledge the kindness of the author in giving me access to the 
[then] unpublished part of that work. 

I can do no more here than briefly refer to the tracts. The principal 
entries number forty-four, or twelve more than Nichols could enumerate. But 
from Nichols' thirty-two entries we must deduct four as being merely cross 
references, or possibly separate issues of parts of tracts. This gives us a solid 
gain of fifteen works not included in Nichols' list The character of the 
entries is very varied. Five of them, ballads, are only known from their 
having been licensed to printers and entered at Stationers' Hall, one on the 
5th, two on the 7th, one on the nth December, and one on the 12th of 
January 1612-13. It is feared these are lost to us for ever. Twenty are 
elegies in English by seventeen various writers, some of them of note, such 
as William Alexander, Earl of Stirling ; William Drummond, of Hawthorn- 
den ; Joshua Sylvester ; John Taylor, the Water Poet ; and George Wither, to 
name a few of perhaps the best known names. 

Four authors cloak their grief in Latin verse, and various languages are 
employed in the three collectaneous volumes, each by very many contributors, 
issued by the two English Universities, and in that put out by Magdalen College, 
Oxford, with which the Prince was connected by his tutor, John Wilkinson. 
There are two funeral orations in Latin, and the Prince's chaplain published 
four volumes, in which are eight sermons, from which a few personal facts 
about the Prince may be gathered. As literature, the tracts may be said to 
be most unreadable. 

If we turn to the get-up of the volumes, we find that many of them 
have peculiarities that are most seductive to the book-collector. In 
examining a number of these little tracts, we are at once struck by the 
dismal appearance they present Pages abound that are nothing else than 
one black mass, or perhaps only a small square of white is left, in which is 
printed the Prince of Wales' feathers. In others, again, the Prince's arms 
are left white, the whole page being in mourning. There are also title-pages 
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in which the letters are the only white objects, a poor imitation of one of the i 
most interesting variety of Chinese and Japanese block-printing. Human 

skeletons forming borders and black borders of more than an inch wide are i 

also found in some of the books. One cannot but think how far removed are j 

our tastes in such matters from the ideas that prevailed in the beginning of I 

the seventeenth century. |

The extent of this supplemental list is largely due to the kindness of Mr 
Hiram Bingham, Curator of South American History and Literature, Harvard 
University, and of Mr J. J. Spencer, Glasgow. 

Shortly after the first part of this volume had been issued, Mr Bingham, 
who was in Edinburgh going over the Darien Papers in the Advocates 
Library for the purposes of a historical study of the Darien episode on which 
he is engaged, told me that the collection included a number of printed 
documents, of which he had taken notes. On his return to America he sent 
me a copy of his notes, and also supplied particulars of several broadsides 
and tracts not given in the Bibliography^ which are to be found in the John 
Carter Brown Library at Providence, Rhode Island, and in the Library of 
Congress at Washington. 

Mr Spencer compared the Bibliography with the list of his own collection, 
and sent me notes of some titles not included in the former. He also 
allowed me the use of a list of Darien literature, compiled for himself from 
Sabin's Bibliotheca Americana^, Winsor's History of America ^y and other 
sources, which has been of the greatest service. 

Several undescribed broadsides were discovered in a collection of tracts 
sold in London in 1904, and later on, Mr Scott's library, when laid out for 
sale, yielded on further examination some additional titles. Before his 
collection was dispersed, occasion was taken to revise and amend a number 
of the original entries. For titles of two broadsides discovered in the Watson 
Collection (now in Edinburgh Public Library) I am indebted to Mr Cowan. 

I have to thank several correspondents for notes of titles which do not 
appear here, and to explain why they are omitted. The contemporary tracts,

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like most of the Scottish political tracts of the period, certainly refer to 
the Darien matter, but do little more than mention it To include any for 
this reason would mean extending the list indefinitely and to little purpose. 
Of more modern publications only those which are considered to have some 
special value or, like Mr Bingham's articles, add to the knowledge of the subject 
and throw fresh light upon it, are included. The titles of two works formerly 
rejected are on reconsideration and without apology now included : both 
Sir Walter Scott's account of the episode and Eliot Warburton's romance 
ought to have a place in a Darien Bibliography. 

This list contains sixty-four additional titles, besides amended and 
corrected entries. The method of numbering them is considered the most 
suitable for maintaining the chronological sequence. 

A large proportion of the Darien lots in the sale of Mr Scott's library were 
secured for the John Carter Brown Library, which now has probably the best 
collection on the subject ; and in the case of tracts of which only one copy is 
known to exist, the change of ownership is indicated by '/. Q B. Lib! after 
the numbers. 

In acknowledging my indebtedness to Mr Bingham and Mr Spencer, I 
have to thank them for the kind and cordial manner in which their help was 
given. Mr Aldis has kindly revised the entries in Sabin's Dictionary.

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NOTE ON A VOLUME FROM THE LIBRARY OF 
THE DOMINICANS OF DUNDEE/ 

BY F. J. H. JENKINSON. 



THE book which forms the subject of this note arrived at Cambridge 
just twenty-two years ago. On March 8, 1880, Bradshaw writes to Dr 
Campbell (at that time Librarian of the Royal Library at The Hague) : 
' I succeeded at the end of last year in getting a most precious volume in 

original binding containing the G?ste Rom^'S^ *^ P""*^^ ^^ ^"»" 

PamphiluSy and the Consolatto peccatorum with the letter of Grervinus 
Cruse to Veldener dated August 7, 1474. I could not wish to possess a 
choicer volume.' Whether he bought the book for himself or for the Library 
I do not know ; but as I can find no entry in our ledgers relating to it, I am 
inclined to think it was nominally for himself, and that it was one of a large 
number of fifteenth century books presented by him to the Library shortly 
before his death in February 1886; of which books no detailed record was 
made at the time. I do not know where he bought it ; but a sale number 
311 on the bottom panel but one of the back may afford a clue to someone 
who has access to the auction catalogues of that date. » At the very top of 
the back, pasted over at least two earlier written labels, is the number 2922, 
printed in small arabic figures, which seem very familiar to me. 

We are not this evening directly concerned with the subjects of the 
three books contained in the volume, nor with their typography. But for 
the benefit of those who are not familiar with the intricacies of Low Country 
printing, it may be allowable to interpose a few words on the latter point. 

With the exception of the mysterious printer of the Speculum Humana 
SalvationiSy who is shown by a rubricator's note to have completed one of his 
books not later than 1472, Nicolaus Ketelaer and Gerardus Leempt at

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Utrecht were, as far as we know, the earliest printers in Holland. Most of 
their books are undated ; but two give us the date 1473, and one the date 
1474. We in this country are bound to regard these dates with respect, for 
they are earlier than anything we can produce of our own. 

These printers used a single, rather rough, type, which in 1475 is 
associated with the name of Wilhelmus Hees. In his hands the fount 
includes a paragraph mark (Y) which is not found in the earlier books. 
The Historia Ahxandri and the Gesta Romanorum (which form part of the 
volume we are discussing to-night) are also in the same type. The para- 
graph mark is not found in them, but an additional capital I is common. 
They are precisely alike, and in this instance were sold as one book, for on 
the last leaf of the Gesta there is written in red chalk : ' historia alexandri 
magni || cum gestis romanorum.' There is another set of books in the same 
type, one of which is an edition of the popular Latin poem variously called 
^ Pamphilus de amore ' or ' Querimonia Pamphili/ These are distinguished 
by an additional capital N besides the additional capital I mentioned above, 
and they therefore probably come last in the series. 

The third book in the volume — ^the Consolatio fieceatorum of Jacobus de 
Theramo — is in the first type used by Veldener at Louvain, and it may well 
be the earliest specimen of that press. In the letter of Gervinus Cruse prefixed 
to the work, Veldener is described as 'artis impressoriae ma^ster,' which 
seems fairly to show that he was already at work on August 7, 1474, when 
that letter was written. Unless I am mistaken, he was at work on this very 
book ; and when the letter arrived, it was printed on the reverse of the first 
leaf, which had been left blank. < 

It is unfortunate that the precise entry made by the original purchaser 
on the first blank leaf of the volume has been torn away at the outer comer. 
* Iste liber,' we read, ' constat magistro Henrico Barry rectori de Culas emptus 
21 aprilis 147 . . .' From the small piece which remains of the last figure, I 
do not see what it can have been except a 5. 1475 is a useful date, both for 
checking the order of the Utrecht books and also for confirming the early 
date of the Louvain book. Henry Barry repeated his name — ^but, unluckily, 

' The small ornament of stops (a colon between two full stops), which is repeated three times at 
the end of the letter to fill ap the line, does not occur in the body of the work before the 55th leaf. 
From that point onwards it is used commonly at the ends of paragraphs ; and in the colophon it is 
repeated three times as in the letter. 
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not the date-«upon the first page ci each of the three books in the volume ; 
and on the last page of the Cansolatio he added, in the good old style : ' Qui 
eum ab eo alienaverit, anathema sit' 

I hope to find that more is known about this fifteenth century rector of 
Collace, who had the good taste to buy this interesting volume. Although it 
is still in good condition and must have been taken care of, the pages are not 
of that spotless whiteness often retained by fifteenth century books that have 
not been read. Whether the reader was Henry Barry, we cannot tell ; nor 
can we tell what impelled him to present it ('dedit/ not Megavit') to the 
Dominicans of Dundee (' fratribus ordinis Praedicatorum de dwnde '). Little 
seems to be known about this house What distinguished men did it number 
among its inmates? Are any other books known that were once in its 
Library ? And at what date did it cease to exist ? < 

Some time late in the sixteenth or early in the seventeenth century, the 
book belonged to * ane noble man Sir Walter Ogilvy of Dunlugus,* and then 
'to his son George Ogilvy,' who in one place caps an entry of ownership 
('• • . Henrici Barry . . . que dedit fratribus ordinis praedicatorum de dwnde') 
with the words, ' Et nunc ex voluminibus G. Ogilvy' ; which seems to imply 
that he had something of a library. Did he own other books from the house 
of the Dominicans of Dundee ? If so, what is their subsequent history ? Of 
all these things I am entirely ignorant ; and my only excuse for writing this 
note is that I am fond of the book, which has been for twelve years in my 
custody, and that I hope to draw some information concerning it from Scottish 
antiquaries and genealogists. 

Other names were scribbled in the volume, some perhaps in the sixteenth 
century, the rest in the first half of the seventeenth. On the first (blank) page : 
* be girsel gordone,' and in the same (I think sixteenth century) hand * bei 
mei uilame gedes.' On the first leaf of the second book, ' Johannes Stewart' 
The blank page which ends the Cansolatio peccatorum is covered with writing, 
' William Dohald of Stronower,' ' Jacobus Haliburton,' ' Ex Libris Patricii 

' I have to thank Mr William Brown, who was President of the Society at the time when this 
paper was read, for a reference to Alex. Maxwell's Old Dundee^ published in 1891, where, he says, 
'will be found some particulars anent the Dominican monastery at Dundee. It was founded and 
endowed by a Dundee merchant of wealth and repute named Abercromby, somewhere at the end of 
the fifteenth century. No records have been found to settle the date. The brethren were few ; and 
as the building was destroyed by the English in 1548, it is unlikely that there were many books 
collected by presentation in so short a career.' (Letter to Mr G. P. Johnston, November 15, 1901.) 
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greme (?)/ are legible ; and near the bottom : * Iste liber pertinet ad dominum 
galterum ogiluy de dunlugus Milite || Cum gaudio absque doloru he yat stelis 
yis Buyk fra Me, || god gif he be hangit one ane tre, amen for me amen for 
the II amen, for all gud timpany (sic). || Teste manu propria.' Four or five 
hands have written : ' Jacobus dei gratia Scotorum rex omnibus probis 
hominibus ad quos presentes litere peruenenint (sic)* 

After this the volume must have lain in oblivion for some two hundred 
years. 

I suppose the binding is Scottish ; it is quite unlike Low Country binding 
of that date. The sewing is on five bands of tough whitish leather, which are 
single. The head and tail bands are of the same material All these bands 
lie in channels cut in the boards, the ends being secured with wooden pegs. 
The leather which covers the boards is stout and blackish in colour. In one 
place a slit has been stitched up with thread : this was done before the book 
was bound. The sides (as shown slightly reduced in the facsimUe) have a 
rectangle formed by double lines ; two sets of six diagonal double lines 
crossing each other divide the field into diamond-shaped spaces, in each of 
which is a stamp bearing a conventional flower. The back has no peculiarities, 
except that just inside the top and bottom edges are two low transverse 
ridges, with very oblique indentations all along them. There is one central 
clasp, of leather and brass, the brass piece being unusually long and the 
leather correspondingly short 

The photographs represent the upper part of the first page, with an 
enigmatical entry by H. Barry, about Archbishop Dunstan ; and the upper 
part of the first page of text, showing a coarse decoration which — I fear — ^may 
be Scottish. 

The Society is indebted to Mr Aldis for much trouble spent in procuring 
the photographs which illustrate my description of the book. And I am 
inclined to think that but for his excellence in the maieutic art, this paper, 
such as it is, would never have seen the light

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INTRODUCTION. 

THIS preliminary Hand-list of books printed in Scotland before 1700 may 
be considered as a first step towards the realisation of one of the chief 
objects of the Society, 'the formation of a complete Scottish Bibliography.' 

At the meeting of the Society held 12 November 1896, it was resolved that 
a Bibliographical Catalogue and Hand-list of books printed in Scotland before 
1700 should be undertaken, and the work was commenced in the following 
January. 

The scheme adopted provides for the compilation of the Bibliographical 
Catalogue being carried on concurrently with the preparation of the Hand-list 
Each title is entered on a slip 8^ x 7 inches in size, ruled as shewn in the 
specimen collations on p. xiv. The upper line gives the particulars necessary 
for the Hand-list ; the collation, full title, and other descriptive details are 
written in the centre space ; and the bottom line states on the right the source 
from which the information has been obtained, and on the left the location of 
copies. Any note of a book can thus be entered and filed in its proper place, 
leaving fuller details to be added as opportunity offers ; and a reference to the 
slips will at any time shew what information the Society possesses as to a 
particular book, and the source from which it has been derived. 

The work thus commenced proceeded with more or less interruption until 
about 3500 titles had been accumulated, when it was felt necessary that a pre- 
liminary issue of the Hand-list should be printed, in order to facilitate further 
progress and co-operation by shewing what titles are still unrecorded or 
defective. 

In this Hand-list now printed, each entry has, so far as possible, been 

limited to a single line, as being the most convenient form for reference. It 

gives (i) short title, (2) size, (3) occasional reference to authorities, (4) place, 

except in the case of Edinburgh, which is omitted, (5) printer, or bookseller for 

whom the book was printed, (6) indication of a library in which a copy of the 

work may be found. The mark — prefixed to an entry signifies either that full 

particulars of the book have been entered on the Society's slips, or that a copy is 

b 
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accessible in some public library. Of those not so marked, full particulars and 
record of a copy is desired. 

The information contained in the List has been collected from so many 
varied and often defective sources, that it has been impossible to preserve entire 
uniformity in the treatment of the entries. The titles are entered under the 
author's name, or, in the case of anonymous works, under the first word of the 
title, omitting articles. Almanacs have been placed under the date of imprint, 
though in most instances they were doubtless actually printed in the previous 
year. Acts of Parliament, of Privy Council, and of other authorities have been 
placed under the heading Act or Acts in the respective years ; and Proclama- 
tions have been similarly grouped under that heading. It should be borne in 
mind that proclamations issued through the Privy Council often bear two dates, 
that of the royal signature and that of the confirmation by the Privy Council. 
Investigation as to the authorship of anonymous' books has not been attempted, 
and the usual ascriptions have been accepted for the purposes of the List The 
description of the sizes of books below octavo cannot always be relied upon, as in 
many cases it has been derived from a catalogue and not from the book itself; 
s.sh. has for a similar reason been adopted as a comprehensive term for prints 
consisting of a single sheet of paper of whatever size. 

The List might have been considerably increased by the admission of many 
pamphlets and sheets issued without imprint which were very possibly printed 
in Scotland, but it has been deemed advisable to include only such of these as 
shew some definite indication of Scottish origin. These doubtful pamphlets are 
most numerous about 1638, and during the critical period between 1688 and 
1690. Certain other books, such as the Complaynt of Scotland^ formerly attri- 
buted to a Scottish press, but now generally considered to have a foreign origin, 
have also been omitted. 

The limitation of the entries to one line each has naturally necessitated the 
omission of many details of bibliographical and literary interest, but fuller 
descriptions of a number of the books will be found in Messrs Dickson and 
Edmond's Annals of Scottish Printings Mr Edmond's Abenieen Printers^ and 
in some of the Society's Papers, particularly Mr Scott's Queen Mary Biblio- 
graphy, Mr Johnston's Bibliography of the Darien Scheme, and Mr Cowan's 
monograph of the Holyrood Press. References to the books described in the 
Annals have been given in each case, and it is a noteworthy tribute to this 
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work, that since its publication in 1890, only 30 additions have been made to 
the number of books recorded in it 

The brief notices which form the Alphabetical List of Printers, Booksellers, 
and Stationers, do not profess to represent an exhaustive search, but are mainly 
the outcome of notes and information accumulated during the progress of the 
Hand-list, the result of which it seemed desirable to place on record. Many of 
the statements and conclusions are necessarily tentative, but it is hoped that the 
notes may serve as a basis for further research. So many of the printers and 
booksellers were also bookbinders that it has not been thought necessary to 
indicate the fact in each case. 

The Index must be regarded as merely a finding list, as the brevity of the 
titles in the List does not admit of their being so fully indexed as in the case 
of an extended bibliography. But under such headings as Almanacs, News- 
papers, and Theses will be found suggestive grroups in the study of Scottish 
bibliography. 

It is not possible here to enter into any general sketch of the history of 
printing in Scotland, or to touch upon the many subjects suggested by the List 
The isolated position of the Scottish press, pursuing its unambitious course 
unaffected by outside influences, renders it an interesting study in the history of 
typography. The succession of presses and handing down of type and 
ornaments from one printer to another can be traced in unbroken continuity for 
more than a century, with an occasional influx of fresh type and ornaments as a 
new printer appears upon the scene. A good example of this continuity will be 
found in the small device of John Ross (f 1580), which with other materials vras 
acquired by Henry Charteris, and after being used by Waldegrave, passed suc- 
cessively through the hands of Finlason, Young, G. Anderson, A. Anderson, 
and as late as 1699 appeared in the edition of Mon^omery's The Cherrie and 
the Slae printed by Anderson's Heirs and Successors. The quartering of the 
royal arms after the union of the crowns will often be a guide in determining 
the typographical origin of anonymously printed books. I do not remember 
a single instance of a block used by a Scottish printer in which the arms were 
quartered otherwise than Scotland ist and 4th. It may be further noted that 
any variation in the spelling of Edinburgh is to be looked upon with suspicion. 

The temptation to generalise from the List upon the state of literature and 
the extent and kind of books circulated in Scotland must also be put aside, for 
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it would be unsafe to form conclusions on these matters without taking into 
consideration both the large number of books of Scottish authorship printed 
abroad, and the books by English and foreign authors imported and dispersed 
throughout the country. Of the first of these classes of books a list is still 
a desideratum, but of the importation of books and the method of their distribu- 
tion we get a suggestive glimpse in the inventories of the booksellers, some 
of which enumerate the titles of many popular works and indicate that they 
were stocked in considerable numbers. The name of a London stationer 
among the creditors occasionally points to one of the main sources of supply ; 
while the frequent occurrence of ' chopman ' (chapman) in the list of debtors, 
suggests one of the channels through which the books found their way into the 
hands of their readers. In the statement that the ' haill librarie and books ' of 
Thomas Lawson (see p. Ii6), who died in 1645, were 'sold and roupeit,' we 
have, I think, an earlier instance of the sale of books by auction than has 
hitherto been noted in either Scotland or England. 

The total number of titles recorded (3919) must but imperfectly represent 
the whole output of the Scottish press during the period. Without doubt no 
inconsiderable part has entirely perished ; but it is hoped that the issue of this 
List will result in a large addition to the number of recorded works ; and it is 
requested that in furtherance of this object, notes of new titles and corrections 
of errors may be sent either to me or to the Honorary Secretary of the Society, 
33 George Street, Edinburgh. Such note should always state the source of 
information or the authority for the correction. As explained dihov^^ full titles 
and collations are also desired of those books to which the mark — is not 
prefixed in the List, and as an aid to uniformity in description, four specimen 
collations are given on pp, xiv, xv. 

My obligations for help of various kinds in the preparation of the List are 
very numerous. I must, in the first place, express my great indebtedness to Mr 
G. P. Johnston, our Honorary Secretary, who from the very beginning has 
taken a keen interest in the work, and it is in no small measure due to his active 
assistance in collecting titles and his stimulating encouragement that it has 
reached its present stage. In the printing of the List especially, his help, counsel, 
and unwearied patience have been of the greatest value. My obligation to Mr 
J. P. Edmond is also of a special nature, for not only has he made many addi- 
tions to the List, but he has most generously allowed me to make the fullest use 
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of the Annals of Scottish Printing and of his Aberdeen Printers. For the 
continuous and substantial help which Mr William Cowan has given me in 
many ways throughout the work I am very grateful. Mr W. Rae Macdonald 
at the commencement kindly handed over to me a set of cards containing titles 
of books falling within the scope of the List, extracted from the catalogue of the 
Advocates Library and from the British Museum catalogue of English Books 
to 1640. Mr J. T. Clark most kindly gave me both personal assistance and 
special facilities for examining the treasures under his custody, and I have 
pleasure in acknowledging similar help from Mr A. W. Pollard at the British 
Museum. To Lord Crawford, through the kind offices of Mr Edmond, I am 
indebted for the opportunity of seeing many scarce books in the Haigh Hall 
Library. In addition to sending me notes of books, Mr R. A. Scott Macfie and 
the Rev. John Sturrock were good enough to lend me a number of volumes for 
personal examination. I am also under obligation to Lord Rosebery, Mr P. J. 
Anderson, Mr E. Gordon Duff, Mr J. A. Fairley, Dr Jenkinson, Mr W. B. Wilson, 
and other members of the Society. It should not be forgotten that to the late Dr 
T4G. Law, whose helpful counsel is now alas I but a pleasant memory, is due the 
credit of having initiated the undertaking. For information and assistance from 
outside the membership of the Society I am indebted to the Rev. J. B. Craven, 
Mr Charles Sayle, and other friends, and also to the custodians of various libraries 
who have kindly replied to my inquiries. Indeed, the invariable courtesy and 
kindness with which my applications for aid and information have in every 
instance been met, has been an exceedingly pleasant experience. I must in con- 
clusion express an appreciative acknowledgement of the patience and care 
which the printers have bestowed upon what must, I fear, have proved a trouble- 
some piece of work.
